The Break With 1 


No true lover of this country or, indeed, of Humanity at ne 
can otherwise than regret the break-down of the London Conference 
between the representatives of the Allies and Germany upon the 
question of reparations. Whether Germany is able to pay the 
amount fixed as the indemnity due by her, or whether—an even more 
important point—-payment by Germany of such a huge sum can be 
received by the indemnified without economic ruin, are subsidiary 
questions compared with the fact that the end of the Conference 
proclaimed the complete bankruptcy of European statesmanship, 
and necessitated recourse to the power of Force and Might— 
whether illegal. as the Germans claim, or legal, as the 
maintain, an equally grave disaster to the world at large. 
Nor can we hide from ourselves that the further advance 
into German territory accords with the Chauvinist ambitions 
which France has nourished. It carries into effect the spirit 
of revenge which has guided the French people ever since the 
Armistice, and has made of the Peace a disaster only second to that 
ofthe War. It is the thought ot what next?” which presents the 
real seriousness of the situation. For the measures taken by the 
Allies cannot add to the prosperity of Germany, and only through its 
prosperity and with its well-being can it make reparation, or indeed 
can the prosperity and the well-being of Europe be assured. It is to 
be feared that the decision of Monday last means a continuance of a 
sort of war, and the still further deferring of any sort of real peace. 


Russia. 


A vert of deep mystery-hides from the world the happenings 
that are proceeding in Russia—that’ land of mysteries in excelsis. 
But it is at least clear that an attempt to overthrow the Soviet 
Government is being made, and that the force behind it is very 
considerable. Whether it will ultimately succeed or fail, and what 
in the former case is to replace the crude Communism and 
ruthless terrorism which Lenin has so long directed, can 


be matters for contemplation only; for any means for hazard- 


ing the future by gauging current events there are practically 
non-existent. It has been long predicted that the overthrow 
of Bolshevism. and the substitution of a Tsarist or even a 
moderate Republic régime, would be the signal for a widespread 
outbreak against our people. But for our part we very much doubt 
whether any government—unless one composed of sheer madmen— 
would inaugurate its career by laying low the very portion of the 
Russian population which has proved itself to be the most able 
and the most intelligent through all the stormy times through 


which the country has passed. None the less, there can be little 


doubt that in the disorder that is certain to follow a revolution, 
whatever its nature, Jews will suffer at the hands of both the victors 
and the vanquished, for each side will, as usual, find in the Jew a 
cause for grievance. Indeed, it has already been reported, though not 
with any reliable detail, that pogroms against Jews have broken out 
in Soviet Russia. The possibility of the revolution that is said to be 
now in progress ending in a joining of hands with Germany is one 
that cannot be dismissed altogether; and that dénowement would

there is absent from it any of the intolerant persecution of them 
Which marked Tsarist rule. In other words, as is analogously the 
case everywhere all the world over and with all peoples, Jews 
support the Russian Soviet Government hecause they find that it 
treats them well, while, in comparison with their experience before 
the downfall of the old regime, they ¢ are happy and in comfort.

Polish Jews in W 


Tae Council of the League of Nations, at the instance of Mr. 
BAL FOUR. has successfully intervened with the Austrian Government 
to prevent the very dragtic expulsion of Jews from Austria that was 
threatened. The complaint was laid by the Polish Government, 
which took its stand upon the political nationality of those Jews 
affected; and, as will be seen from our news columns, an arrange. 
ment has been come to between the two Governments. The League 
has thus been able to perform an act of mercy and consideration to 
a helpless body of people, while at the same time obviating tho 


chance of friction between the Austrian and Polish Governments¢ 


The Joint Foreign Committee, we are given to understand, did not 
intervene in the question, although Mr. Lucien Wotr, when 
at Geneva last year, had the matter brought to his notice by 
the Polish representatives. Its abstention, if appears, was 
decided upon by the advice of the Chief Rabbi of Vienna, Dr. CHAJEs, 
who declared “ that the alleged grievances of the refugees were not 
serious, and that it was not desirable to deal with them in a sense 
hostile to the Austrian Government.” We fully agpreciate, without 
sympathising with, the attitude of this gentleman; but although we 
are assured that his “view was confirmed by report“ received 
recently from other responsible sources, we take leave to question 
whether it was the right one. For, if so, we cannot think that Mr. 
BaLrour and the League would have taken the very important step 
in the matter which they did. In any case it is satisfactory to know 
that considerable suffering on the part of a large number of fellow- 
Jews which was imminent has, thanks to the action referred to, now 
been avoided. 


The Board of Guardians Report.

Here is an institution which is not only our 
premier@fmrity but in some senses is vital to the well-being of the 
Community. Yet its condition is a parlousone, and to carry it on at all 
is a matter of constant anxiety, apart altogether from the trouble that 
is necessarily inherent to the conduct of such an organisation. Why 
is it that in a Jewry that must number some thirty thousand 
families there are no more than two thousand names to be found on 
the Board's subscription list? Why is it that nearly half the money 
individuals or 
firms, the average amount given per individual thus being so 
small that, say, 1,950 subscribers out of the 2,000 provide no more 
than’ half of the Board’s income in the aggregate? Why is 
it that when the Board appeals for £100,000 in order to clear off a 
burdensome deficit and provide funds, so that the work of poor 
relief and poverty prevention may proceed with some degree of 
éfficiency, the response which the community makes is less than a 
third of the amount asked for? Why is it that the Board is starved 
not alone of money, but that the personal service rendered to it is 
miserably bare and meagre in comparison with its needs ? The Report 
suggests that the root of the trouble is that “looking affer the 
poor is no longer fashionable.” But that occurs to us to be in 
itself an effect, and to result from a spirit of selfishness that 
refuses sacrifice fgr another and feels no call for exertion in 
behalf of a felléw-creature. It is an evil spirit—the spirit, 
indeed, attributed of old to Cain, who disclaimed responsibility for the 
keeping of his own brother. We should be loth to think that any body 
of Jews had sunk so low beneath the tine ideals of mercy and loving- 
kindness that are intertwined with the Jewish faith ; and we, for our 
part, believe that the paucity of the support accorded to the Board is 
really attributable to some other cause far less shameful. The 


plethora of appeals and the chaotic manner in which they are 
constantly sprung upon the community must account in some 


measure, and so must the at drain, of the community's charity 


by the War Memorial. Still, whatever 
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the cause (or causes), the fact of the Board's position is a matter of ＋ 
grave seriousness, And we urge our readers to try and realise how | he Week. 
grave it is by perusing the Board's report, seeing what work it does — — 


and how litt'e in comparison is the support and help given to it by 
the public at large. Let them then endeavour to create a somewhat 
nearer relativity between effort, and means for effort, than now 
exists in the gaping chasm that separates the one from the other. 


The Shochetim Again. 


THE trouble that has arisen with the licensed slaughterers, and 
which was detailed at the meeting of the Shechita Board last week, 
shows bow far th4 Cuier Rannt was from permanently settling the 
difficulty, when he intervened some months ago, and announced 
that he had found a solution of the question. He was, in fact, as 
far Nas in one sense as in another sense he is now that the 
trouble has recurred. Indeed, we are not sure that some at 
least of its recent developments are not due to the attitude 
which he and his colleagues on the Beth Din, on the occasion 
referred to, adopted and have since maintained, In any case, 
the Community has seen sufficient to know that the whole 
position is thoroughly unsatisfactory. The shechita is con- 
fessedly in untrustworthy hands; the control is inefficient and 
the public is ill-served. Kashruth is an ‘invaluable ritual, if it be 
faithfully and truly observed. It justifies the p:yment of a much 
higher price fot meat and poultry slain and prepared according to 
its ordinances than for the like food which is purveyed for general 
consumption.” But the public is naturally not willing to pay this 
higher price merely to have meat and poultry that are but 
nominatly hasher; and we fear that the very marked tendency that 
exists among Jews in London to.consume trefah is due to the 
conviction that, to a very large extent, personal profits, not least 
significantly of the shochetim, are the determining factor between 
what iséasher and what is frefah rather than the actual condition 
of thefood. Thus, the complaint that is general that the purveying 
of kasher meat and poultry is virtually a monopoly, a true grievance in 
itself, is probably traceable to the fact that the trade, either in point 
of demand or in the exigencies of the methods and means of 
supply, cannot, in present circumstances, be anything like a fair, 
competitive vocation. 


Thus, a ruthless disregard of the public, 
inattention, incivility, overcharging, and unfair dealing, all directed 
against the kasher meat consumer, seem to permeate the whole of the 
Muse meat business of the metropolis; and we can only hope, in the 
interests of kashruth as well as in the-interests, economic and physical, 
of the community, that some means will be taken for placing the matter 
upon a far more satisfactory footing than at present is obviously the 
case. We would only add that, so faras appears to us to be the case, 
not only can no blame attach to Mr. J. M. Lissick, the President, and 
his colleagues on the Shechita Board, but it would seem that they 
are in the position of brave men struggling with a perversity which 
only a drastic overhauling can give us hope of seeing abated. 


The Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. 

THE very successful gatherings which took place on Sunday in 
connection with this institution are most heartening. For they 
gave unchallengeable evidence of a new-old spirit pervading the 
Community which recognises the imperative duty resting upon 
Jews to teach Judaism to their young. The Union itself has done 
much in educating this spirit, and the founder-president, Mr. F. I. 
Lyons, has thus placed us all under no smal! obligation to him for 
his zeal and energy in the good cause. But, as he himself observed 
on Sunday,.the success of the Union is largely due to the 
splendid help it has received from Jewish educationalists such 
as those whom he mentioned, and who have banded them- 
selves together in a determination to make of the instruction, 
provided by the classes a real anl secure basis for the Judaism 
of the pupils attending them. The extremely interesting paper 
which was read by Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.B.E., threw a stream 
of light upon the vast treasures enshrined in the Jewish Prayer 
book and its infinite value as a medium of Jewish education. The pro- 
ceedings throughout, indeed, were ona remarkably high level,and they 
were much graced by the presence of the lady who distributed the 
prizes in connection with the Oxford Summer School and the Singer 
Memorial. No one could have been chosen to perform the function 
who could have fulfilled it with a more charming dignity than Mrs. 
HERTZ invariably shows.

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RELIGIOUS CONVICTION. 


By MeENTor. 


A correspondent of the Tes contributed an article to that paper a 
few days ago of a remarkable, and, as the word goes, arresting nature. 
It was headed: “Certainties of Faith.“ The writer started by saying 
that religion is real to a man in proportion as he responds to its 
claims. If he regards it as only probably true, his assent will never rise 
above opinion and its influence on him will be Slight. If, however, he 
accepts it as absolute truth, then his ere ed will be accompanied by strong 
conviction. It will affect him to the very centre of bis consciousness. 
After saying that conviction in religion needs man’s whcle activity of 
reason, emotion and will, and that only through it can religion be to : 
man anything more than a formal statement—only thus can it be a truth 
held with the very strength of life, that is faith transformed into 
certainty—the writer observes: 

Nothing great is done in religion without conviction. . . The 
Church needs men of conviction: men who will stake their lives on 
its faith. . . .. Conviction must keep company with charity. Readi- 
ness to sacrifice everything for the sake of their convictions has 
brought religious men into direct antagonism with each other in the 
» bitterest persecutions; to the discredit of Christianity and the shame 
of humanity. Yet even these lamentable results of conviction without 
love are not so deadly as that indifference which compromises the 
truth and degrades the life of professing Christians into a weak 
compliance with meaningless conventions. . . 


The Times writer goes on to say that intensity of belief and sincerity 
of conviction are, of course. no guarantees of the truth of that which pro- 
duces them. He instances two religionists—John Knox and Ignatius 
Loyola—who held irreconcilable views of Christianity with equal con- 
viction, and concluded the article by observing that the absence of con- 
viction to-day is often excused on the ground that these are times of 
transition, while, asa matter of fact, the first days of Christianity were 
times of transition, and yet those of the most ‘confident conviction. And 
he rightly declares that when beliefs are tried, opinions tested, and faiths 
challenged, their conviction should grow stronger and more confident. 


A Case in Point. 


It must. be obvious, from what this writer says, that the Jewish 
Community is not alone in containing those who, in matters of religion, are 
in a constant condition of uncertainty born of the lack of conviction. 
The same excuse is offered for this religious anwmia among Jews as the 
Times writer tells us is put forward to explain the like weakness 
among Christians. And the worst of the matter, asitaffects qudaism, is that 
this indifference is cherished, not as a failing, but as an absolute virtue. 
Men and women think they are broadminded in matters of religion when, 
as a matter of fact, they are merely careless, and that, because what 
religious faith they have is an attenuated sort of thing, without the least 
conviction to support it. Needless to add, all kinds of false conclusions 
are built up upon the entirely false premise that carelessness and indiffer- 
ence, in point of religious belief, constitute broadmindedness, 

And now let us take a case in point. A week or two ago 
I noticed a letter in the columns of the JE wien CHRONICLE, 
complaining that Mr. Claude Montefiore had been invited to preach 
at the Upper Berkeley Street Synagogue. The writer of the letter pro- 
tested against the utter inconsistency of the leading spirit in what I 
have ventured to call “Opportunist” Judaism, being accorded the pulpit 
in a Synagogue that professes and calls itself Traditional. Naturally, to 
those of us who do not see eye to eye with the exposition of Judaisin as 
rendered either by Berkeley Street or by Hill Street, the lament of the 
writer at thisinvasion must occuras somewhat supererogatory. Because 
we are in the habit of lumping together so-called“ Reformers ” and 
so-called Liberals” as Jews of a kind, who in religious doctrine and 
practice are both equally outside the pale. But the complaint made is 
important, just because it raises the question it does between precisely 
these two Synagogues. 


Conviction or Opinion. 

For it is of great importance to the community at large whether 
Berkeley Street is going to remain, as it has been hitherto, a rampart 
against the straying from Judaism into any religious Nihilism even 
though labelled Judaism; whether indeed it is going to remain the 
cordon sanitaire of Anglo-Jewry, or whether it is going to act as a 
bridge from the Traditionalism of the average synagogue to, say, 
“opportunism” with its Jewish Nihilism of Hill Street. Besides, 
I suppose to one who abides by the principles in deference to 
which the synagogue in Berkeley Street was founded, the 
doctrine of Hill Street must be utterly inconsistent. There is, too, this 
to be said: Berkeley Street has always claimed to abide by the 
traditional in Judaism, and in many things, in fact, it actually stands 
more nearly by ancient tradition than does the average synagogue. The 
elimination from the Prayer-Book of the Chaldean in, for instance, 
the Kaddish, and the maintenance of pure Hebrew throughout, 
are points that occur to me off-and. In any event, there is really a 
vast and gaping chasm of essential difference between Hill Street 
and Berkeley Street. The Prayer-Book of the latter—certainly in 
essentials—is virtually the Prayer-Book used by so-called orthodox Jews 
throughout the world, while its variations are much more accidental than 
fundamental. The same has to be said of the times and occasions of 
services, and if the vernacular is used extensively at Berkeley Street, it 
is used to some extent now in most congregations that range themselves 
under the banner of orthodoxy. So, although perhaps we who are 
members of neither dissenting congregation cannot enter fully 
into the spirit of the writer of the letter to which I have referred, it 


ought to be possible for any of us to appreciate the really excellent 
Stand which he has made. 

There were two points which he stressed. One was that Mr. 
Montefiore is the propagandist-in-chief of “ Opportunist” Judaism which 
seeks to undermine and destroy traditionalism. The other was that 
he ig the head min in a congregxtion that recently has instituted 
services on Sunday which, to all intents and purposes, are, if not an 
encouragement to, a means for making it easier for Jews to dis- 
regird and to abrogate the seventh day Sabbath. And the writer of the 
letter, in protesting against allowing a man holding the views and 
carrying onthe active dissemination of them which Mr. Montefiore does, 
did no more than saeccentuate the views of the Times writer, 
which I have cited above. It must be perfectly clear that if the congre- 
gation in Berkeley Street, or those responsible for the invitation to the 
Chief of Hill Street to occupy the Berkeley Strect Synagogue pulpit, were 
persons in whom religion was a conviction, an absolute truth affecting them 
to the very centre cf consciousness, they could not have suffered their 
pulpit to be given over to the teaching and preaching of a man, 
however adinirable.- and however personally attractive, 
with whose doctrine they must have been in total and utter disagree- 
mont.

Oaly tf they hold their views of religion as anopinion, with no 
sense of abiding truth and nothing of the power of faith, could they have 
regarded the invitation as otherwise than an encouragement to religious 
principles from which they recoil and (it follows) a discouragement to 
principles which they are supposed to maintain. 1 


J ews with Faith. 


Still, L have no doubt that both at Berkeley Street and elsewhere, the 
letter of protest was decried as narrowminded and retrograde, as bigoted 
and intolerant. Yet in truth, as I say, it was merely the result of con- 
viction in religion ripened into faith, placed over against indifference 
Which flaunts itselfas broadmindedness. And the pointed question which 
What con- 
sistency was shown, what evidence of conviction ripened unto faith was 
exhibited by the Minister who permitted his pnipit to be occupied by a 
min of Mr. Montefiore’s conviction, when, within a week or two, tho 
Minister had from the identical pulpit, and speaking in behalf of his con- 
gregation, proclaimed adhesion to Traditional Judaisin, and denounced ina 
unmeasured terms Sunday services? Doubtiesstherepiy would be that in 
these days of transition, broadmindedness in religion, soas to avoid fanati- 
cism, ithe supreme virtue. 


in the course of the letter was raised was very pertinert. 


But surely religious conviction is a first essen- 
tial, especially in one who isa spiritual guideamong his people. For, as the 
writer in the Times well said, “ Conviction will never fall into fanaticism : 
that is the danger‘of the half-persuaded or the donbtfal.” And this is 
abundantly true. We know where Joseph's coat of many colours landed 
him; and the analogy can well be applied to the wearing of a religious 


‘cloak of devious hues and shades, and priding ourselves on the absence 


of any narrow prejudices concerning this or that pigment. 

“Ah!” Tean imagine some member of the Berkeley Street Synagogue 
Saying, that is very well; but do not forget how once upon a time we 
were banned with bell and with book; how the Cherem was pronounced 
against us, because we formed a Synagogue for worship as we desired it 
for the propagation of doctrine such as we thonght was the true interpre 


tation of Judaism. We were persecuted; aud we must not now 
be persecutors to those of Hill Street, because, forsooth, these 
have gone even a great deal further than we did. How silly that 


looks to-day!” he would add, “how absurd was all the 
sentiment and feeling against the founders of our Congregation! How 
utterly ridiculous does that man seem, of whom the story is told that he 
declared he would forgive his daughter who married a Christian, but he 
would shut the door of his house and his heart against the child who 
dared enter ifto matrimonial alliance with a‘* Reformer’! How. absurdly 
pet y it all was! We are living’so many years after these benighted 
individuals; let us show that we are broadminded, that we are tolerant, 
that we are educated above such puerilities.”

And yet, and yet! The Jews who issued the Cherem against the 
 Roformers,” because they'regarded their segregation as a mortal offence 
aud a cardinal sin, erude as were the means and methods they employed for 
manifesting the spirit. within them, were at least convinced Jews. They 
had faith. If they were not broadminded, they were not weak-kneed ; 
and they hal what ‘the writer in the Tees calls convictions in 
reference to Judaism and not merely opinions. ‘Their intolerance, 
although in itsef reprehensible, sprang from something far more 
admirable than the wibbly-wobbly, careless indifference to matters 
religious which is the vogue with Judaism to-day. To stone a man 
for breaking the Sabbath may have been barbarous cruelty. But the 
motive ualerlying the condign punishment was surely influenced by an 
infinitely more valuable spirit in matters religious than that which 
places men whoentirely disregard the fourth commandment into positions 
of honorary office in the United Synagogue. Clearly there 1s much 
in the Times article to which I have ventured to draw attention, 
applicable to Jewry in reference to its attitude to matters religious.

Threatened 9 from Austria. 


ACTION BY THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


The conference between Professor Ashkenasy, representing Poland, 
and Mr. Eichof, representing Austria, at the Council of the League of 
Nations, to which reference was made in our last issue, has led to an 
agreement as to the fate of the Galician refugees in Austria who are 
threatened with expulsion from that country. The agreement was 
reported by Mr. Balfour to the session of the Council of the League of 
Nations held on the Srd inst. Mr. Balfour made the foliowing statement: 

It will be remembered that at our session on March Ist my colleagues 
unanimously concurred with my report in which I expressed the opinion 
that, as regards the question of the expulsion by the Austrian Govern- 
ment of Galician Jews, there is no rule of international law nor any 
treaty stipulation to prevent Austria from expeiling from her territory 
persons not possessed of Austrian nationality. Of course, this right of 
expulsion should be exercised with such moderation as is indicated by 
feelings of humanity, and with duc consideration for the interests of 
individuals. It was further agreed that it wouid be desirable that I should 
invite the representatives of the two Governments toa meeting to consider 
the best method of arriving at a fiiend!y solution of this difficult problem. 
The meeting took place yesterday. Both parties submitted to the legal 

ruling given by the Council, and [am happy to say that, thanks to the 
very friendly and conciliatory attitude displayed by them, we were able 
to arrive at the following understanding, which I hope will commend 
itself to my colleagues. The Bepresentative of Austria undertook that 
the right of expulsion would not bo exercised against individuals whose 
claims to exercise the right of option under Article 80 of the Treaty of 
St, Germain were actually under consideration, or who had already 
demanded permis de sejour until the competent authorities had reported 
on each case., He undertook further that special consideration 
would be given in the caso ( of persons regularly employed in work 
which was of utility to the general community; (4) of sick and aged 
persons whose transport is difficult, in conformity with a medical certifi. 
cate; ) of persons whose homes hui been. destroyed in the course of 
the war and not yet been reconstructed; / of certain classes of students. 
In the other hand the undertaking has been given on condition that the 
representative of Poland has agreed that the Polish Diplomatic and Con- 
stiar Authorities in Austria should bo instructed to consider without 
delay and in the most friendly spirit any lists of persons which the 
Austrian Authorities might present to them, with the demand that their 
return to Poland should be facilitated. 

The conclusions have boen approved bv the Council which expresse.| 
the conviction that, althouh Austria had the right to expel foreigners, it 
would exercise that right with mo leration in the iatorests of humanity.

We are informed that the Joint Foreigu Committee did not intervene 
in the question of the Polish refugees in Vienna. They were advised 
some time ago by the Chief Rabbi of Vienna, Dr. Chajes, that the alleged 
grievances of the refagees were not serious, and that it was not desirable 
to deal with them in a sease hostile to the Austrian Government whose 
attitude towards the Jewish popalation genoraliy leaves little to be 
desired. This view was conficmed by reports received receatly from 

other responsible sources iu Vienna.

Jewish Life in Eastern Europe. 


LECTURE By Dr. VISHNITZER. 

Dr. M. Vishnitzer gave the first of a series of three lectures on“ The 
Evolution of Jewish Communal Life in Eastern Europe,” at the Mocatta 
Library, on Monday evening, under the auspices of the Jewish Historical 
Haham Dr. M. GASTER presided. 

Dr. GASTER, in introducing the lecturer, said that the Jewish Historical 
Society was to be congratulated on having enlisted the services of so 
pronounced a scholar as Dr. Vishnitzer, who, in the course of three 
lectures, would give the succinct result of many years’ study and of 
research based on original documents. When the life of the Jewsin the 
East of Burope was darkened by terrible occurrences, people had long 
forgotten the prior status of the Jews in those countries. Their organisa- 
tion, their administration, their scholarship, and all the great strivings 
made the life of the Jews in those countries a happier and better one 
than the people could now imagine. It was a new ray of light that 
pierced the darkness of the present time which Dr. Vishnitzer would 


throw on the history of the Jews in Poland and Lithuania in the course 


of his three lectures. He (Dr. Gaster) needed scarcely introduce the 
lecturer to an audience which largely hai'ed from that part of the world 
and which was fully conversant with the literary achievements of Dr. 
Vishnitzer, but to an English audience it was necessary to speak those 


introductory words. 


Dr. VISHNITZER opened his lecture by emphasising the anomalous 
position of the Jews in medieval society. They had no place in that social 
pyramid based on the peasantry and having the nobility as its apex. In 
this respect they were like the gypsies, but unlike them in that they were 
neither useless nor undesirable to peasant aad king. The Jews formed a 
distinct group, with no intermediate link between them and the Crown, 
andas they soon constituted an important item in the royal budget the 
king stimulated Jewish activities in every possible way. Butagainst this 
they were weak as opposed to the nobility and burghers, and had to look 
to themselves for self-defence and organisation. The first trial of strength 
arose from the attempts of the Crown to appoint its own tax collectors 
for the Jews. The Jews insisted that their administrative bodies, the 
Kahals, were the legal organisations for collecting these taxes, and after 
a long struggle gained their point. The Crown had to give way, and in 
1551 a Charter was granted to the communities of Great Poland permitting 
them to elect their own Chief Rabbis, and later the Jews of Lemberg 
were granted almost complete internalantonomy. These Kahals were of 
enormous im portance tothe Jewsinthetowns.. The functions of the Kahal 
covered every aspect of Jewish life. It was a Board of Trade, Ministry of 
Labour, Chamber of Commerce, a Beth Din, and a Board of Guardians. 
This organisation, with all its faults, was the Jews’ only safeguard against 
the unceasing economic and religious persecution of the outer world. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, Dr. GASTER said that their 
expectations of having a scholarly treat had been fully realised. He was 
sure he was voicing the feelings of ali present in expressing their profound 
gratification at the substance of that introductory lecture and at the 
scholarly manner in which the salient points of the establishment of the 
Jewish Vaad and Kahal (the authoritative represcntatives of the Jewish 
communities) had been brought before them They saw that the Jews 
in those countries had been fully organised as well-established com- 
munities, with all the duties and obligations encumbent on a well 
regulated community. It was true that the Kahal were used by the 
Kings of Poland as the best qualified tax-gatherers, but at the 
same time they were able to apportion properly those taxes to 
protect the poor, and to call from the rich a fair proportion. By 
being strongly organised, they were able to protect the interests 
of the Jews whenever attacked by arbitrary acts of administration 
or by insiduous legislation. They were the recognised spokesmen, 
and the rabbis, as the spiritual leaders, took their proper place in that 
communal organisation. They were able to arrange by what means 
the economic and social life of the Jews had been safeguarded. They 
looked after the guilds as well as after the traders, after the schools and 
the charities, and by regular congresses were able to harmonise the 
demands, which often clashed, of the various classes of society. On the 
other hand, the growth and fall of those organisations were symptomatic of 
the growth and fall/of law and order in the kingdom of Poland. The 
politics] decay of Me one carried with it the political and administrative 
decay of the Vaad/ and Kahal, and that was a lesson which they in modern 
times might proffiably take to heart. They were all greatly indebted t 
Dr. Vishuitzer för his excellent lecture. 7

LXXIIL—A JEWISH COURT OF JUSTICE. 
My Dear Covsiy, 

1 was interested to read in the papers that steps are to be taken in 
Palestine to set up sucha Supreme Beth Din, as will give decisions which 
will be accepted by the whole of Jewry. I rejoice to see that this is 
the case, for I believe that while the economic development of Palestine 
is a prime necessity, the spiritual development is after all what matters 
most. The economic development will provide the framework in 
which people will be enabled to live. That will serve, as it were, 
for a material foundation on which the spiritual stracture will be 
raised; but it is the spiritual structure that is the essence of the matter. 
For unless the New Palestine is dominated by a great spiritual revival, 
the whole enterprise will not have been worth while. It pleases me 
greatly, therefore, to know that it is intended to set up a Supreme Court 
which Shall come to have jurisdiction iu all religious matters. 

Ketlecting on this most important subject, I was led to think of the 
Supreme Court of Justice in Palestine in the time of the Second 
Temple. It is curious that this Court should have received a Greek and 
not a Hebrew name, the Synhedrion, although Hebrew terms, such as 
NK Assembly, or 0°P?, Senate, or 7172 }' n, High Court, were also 
used to describe the highest civil and religious authority in the land. It 
was believed that the Synhedrion was in the direct line of tradition from 
Moses and the Elders of Israel, the link between the two being the Men 
of the Great Assembly. As in the case of Moses and the Elders, the 
Synhedrion numbered seventy-one members. This total included the 
President, the two vice-presidents, and the two or four secretaries. The 
Great Synhedrion sat, of course, in Jerusalem; but every town in Palestine 
of more than a hundred and twenty inhabitants had a Small Synhedrion 
of its own, of twenty-three members. Townships possessing less than a 
hundred and twenty inhabitants only bad a Beth Din of three, which was, 
as it were, a court of first instance. | 

Special pains were taken in selecting the right men for membership 
ofthe Supreme Synhedrion. Not only learning, but also character and a 
judicial mind were looked for, and stress was laid too on a pleasing 
appearance. Rabbi Joachanan. who lived in the third century, declares 
that “only wise men were chosen, men of good appearance and tall 
of stature, men of mature years, men who were versed in the arts of 
sorcery, so that they might judge in matters of witchcraft, 


men 


who knew many languages, so that they could dispensé with an 


interpreter and understand the parties themselves.” Other qualities 
soughtfor were meekness, kindness, and gentleness. But the King was 
excluded from membership in order to secure the absolute independence 
of the Tribunal, while relatives of members were also barred for reasons 
that are obvious. 

When the Court met it sat in the form of a semi-cirele, with the 
President in the centre, the two vice-presidents on either side of him, and 
Within that semi-circle there were 
three rows of scholars, cach containing twenty three men, andin addition 
members of the public. At the entry of the President the whole court 
rose to its feet; at the entry of his deputies only the first of the three 
rows did so. ‘The court sat all day and every day, exclusive of Sabbaths 
and Festivals. 


When a case came before the Court there was perfect freedom of 


discussion and expression of opinion. Every member of the Synhedrion 


was entitled to express his view; if anyone from among the group of 
scholars had an opinion to offer for consideration, he was welcome to do 


so; and even if any member of the public felt inclined to say something 


he was listened to with respect. There was perfect liberty in the 
expression of thought. More remarkable still is the treatment meted out 
to the accused, especially in criminal cases. In the first place, it was 
necessary to have at least two witnesses, and the witnesses were 
questioned separately and closely cross-examined. ‘The witnesses were 
specially probed as to whether or no they had warned the accused, and 
as to whether he asserted that he was determined to do the deed, what- 
ever the consequences. If the witnesses proved unreliable, the case was 
not proceeded with. All this is intelligible, but how striking a contrast 
with the modern administration of justice is the rule that if the voting of 
the raembers of the court was unanimous for condemnation, the vote was 
void, seeing that it was necessary that at least one voice should be raised 
in support of the innocence of the accused. Indeed, the case was opened 
with a view to showing the innocence of the person before the court— 
PSI MII? PANY. It one of the judges in his arguments took 
the side of the innocence of the accused, he could not eventually cast his 
vote for making him guilty. Voting was by public declaration of the 
judges’ opinions. ‘The youngest was asked to speak first in order that 
no-one should be influenced by the attitude of his elders. Indeed, the 
judges were strictly admonished to give their own unbiassed judg- 
ment fairly and squarely. And even after the court had duly pro- 
nounced its judgment of guilty, every means was sought to produce 
fresh evidence so as, if possible, to reconsider the matter. In any event, 
in cases where the guilt of the accused was beyond donbt, the decision of 
the court was promulgated on the following day, in order to assist the 
poor sinner to the attermost. Even when the court had passed sentence 
a crier was despatched to inform all and sundry that if any person knew 
of any extenuating circumstances, he should come forward and inform 
the court. 7 

If, however, the extreme penalty had to be inflicted, everything 
possible was done to mitigate its bitterness. The accused was asked to 
confess; before he died he uttered a prayer that his death might atone 
for all his sins ; when he was dead the body was handed to the relatives 
for decent burial; and no attempt was made to confiscate the goods of 
the criminal. It was laid down also—a most touching regulation—that 
the relatives of the sufferer should come before the court and declare that 
they bore no ill-will towards the judges. 7 

It is necessary to make clear that the Synhedrion had the right at 


inflicting the death penalty only until the Romans came into Judes. 
Before that the Synhedrion was supreme in political, legal, and religious 
matters. But already under Herod its work was limited mainly to 
religious affairs,.and it certainly was deprived of the right of inflicting 
death on any accused person. That was looked upon as coming within 
the purview of what we might term to-day the civil courts, and under the 
oman procurators the Synhedrion had not the right to take cases 
which might involve a death penalty. It is all the more necessary to lay 
stress ou this poiat, because many Christians still believe, quite wrongly, 
that Jesus was condemned to death by the Jews. Everybody who knows 
the facts must agree that that was quite impossible. In those days death 


sentences were imposed only by the Roman Courts and no longer by the 


Jewish Synhedrion. 


As long as this Court existed its decisions were held binding on all 
Jews. The great teachers went so far as to say that evenif the decisions 
of the Synhedrion were palpably wrong they had to be obeyed never- 
and while any Rabbi was entitled to teach his disciples a view contrary 
to that adopted by the Synhedrion, in practice he had to carry out 
the decisions arrived at by the authorities. This sounds a hard 
rule, but cannot a good case be made out for it? It lies at the root of 
Traditional Judaism, which accepts the dictum of Maimonides that the 
President of the Synhedrion stands in the place of Moses, and from which 
is derived that other doctrine that the teachers of Judaism in their own 
age, no matter how poor in spirit they may be, are to be regarded as 
being as good as those of a former age whose greatness is renowned. 
Jephta in his generation,” it was said, was like Samuel in his.“ The 
Beth Din at Mulberry Street must thus be accepted as being in the line 
of tradition. Obviously, this is one great dividing line between 
the Traditionalists and the Liberals and Reformers. The latter 
attach very great importance to individal judgment and the 
individual conscience; the former pin their faith to Tradition, 
a safe, easy course. The Catholic Church is a standing 
warning as to what results may be obtained by unquestioning obedience 
to authority, and it is to be hoped that the new Supreme Beth Din in 
Jerusalem will find a way of harmonising loyalty to Tradition and 
individual judgment. Asin most things so here—the one extrewe is as 
unsatisfactory as the other. The Liberals err in neglecting Tradition ; 
the extreme Right in slavishly adhering to the letter not merely of the 
Torah and of the Talmud, but also of the Codes and the Responsa. Tho 
one school tends to make Religion too metaphysical and mystical; the 
other too formal and lifeless. In the present century men and women 
demand a certain freedom of personal judgment. But unquestionably 
that judgment will be guided aright the more individual Jews and 
Jewesses are acquainted with Tradition. So important is this matter 
that the formation of the Supreme Beth Din in Jerusalem should be 
closely watched by the whole of Jewry. The choice of the personne! of 
the Court and its rules of procedure might well be modelled on those of 
the Great Synhedrion of old, for the Jewish sense of justice appears to 
have expressed itself perfectly in that High Court.

SiR, - Will you allow a Christian clergyman, who has not, so far as he 
knows, a single drop of Jewish blood in bis veins, to protest with all the 
vigour of which he is capable against the statements of “ Benammi in 
your issue of March 4th” :

„„ We have thought well to send our correspondent’s letter to our 
contributor whose observations are criticised, so that Benammi’s” reply 
to the reverend gentleman might appear without any delay. 

„Benammi writes: 

() I can well believe that “the great majority of Hebrew Christians“ 
may be “a sincere, earnest, and consistently living body of people.” 

(2) I repeat that from my own knowledge the character of the 
Hebrew Christian missionary agents “in many cases will not bear looking 
into.” If the Rev. Dr. A. Lukyn Williams will make enquiries in the 
missionary centres of Whitechapel, or, say, Manchester, | am sure he 
will find that my statement is not simply false” but simply true. 

(3) Lean understand the Reverend Doctor's desire to give to others 
the best thing he possesses. But charity begins at home, and it does 
seem to me that there will be time enough to attempt to convert Jews to 
Obristianity when all who are called by the Christian name have first 
been converted. It would, for instance, greatly impress me personally if 
the Missionary Societies, who honestly desire to bring home to Jews the 
loveliness of the golden rule, were to protest publicly and with vigour 
against the Christian anti-Semites, whose hatred and injustice are in 
such marked contrast to what is best in Christianity. 

(4) Jam sure the Reverend Doctor will agree with me that the best 
and highest method of “converting” (what a horrid word this is, by the 
way) is by the matchless eloquence of example. Let our lives be so 
noble as to make men long to adopt our Faith. But do not let us be 
guilty even of the appearance of converting by bribes and material 
benefits—the very course adopted in the poor quarters of our cities by the 
Christian Missions to Jews. I am sure that the Rev. Dr. A. Lukyn 
Williams will join me in condemning such conduct. My old friend, the Vicar 
certainly does. and I know that he is filled with the true Christian spirit.

A Jew Among the Pilgrim Fathers? 

The recent celebration of the tercentenary of the landing of the 
Pilgrim Fathers in the “Mayflower” at New Plymouth aroused con- 
siderable interest in the United States as well as in England. Growing 
out of this interest there appeared a communication in the Public 
Ivéacr ot Philadelphia, from an Adventist minister of Cape May, New 
Jersey, in which he contended that Moses Simon Simonson was a 
Jew. Simonson arrived with the “ Fortune” in 1621 in the Plymouth 
Colony, married a non-Jewers of the name of Soule, and died 
there within a few years after his arrival. His descendants were 
naturally engulfed ia the surrounding dominant faith and lost to Judaism. 
The Adventist minister of Cape May, in the letter referred to, claims to 
be a direct descendant of this Simonson. The American Jewish Historical 
Society is anxious to have this statement either fortiffed with substantial 
probt or positively disproved. It is thought that Simonson was a 
member of the Pilgrims’ colony in Holland, the Pilgrims having repaired 
thither from England in 1607 or thereabouts. Registrars, secretaries, or 
other holders of early communal records are invited to make search for 
the birth entry of this Simonson. By comparing it with the record of his 
death in the United States, the identity of the man, and of the Jew, if it 
were a communal entry, might then be established. Any information 
on the subject will be gratefully received and acknowledged by Mr. Albert

] wish Ethical Writers, 


Professor I. Eibogen has just published with Kaufmann, of Frankfort, 
a repriot of sections of Zunz's great work Zur Geschichte und Literatur,“ 
which deals with the medieval Jewish ethical writers. The little book 
runs to forty-six pages, thirty-cight of which contain the actual reprint 
from Zunz, aud the remainder of notes by Elbogen. Among the authors 
whose actual words are given in the booklet may be mentioned Rabbi 
Eliezar ben Isaac, quoting the “Orchot Chayim,” the author of the 
„ Rokeach,” of The Book of the Pious,” and a number of others. Dr. 
Elbogen’s notes are brief but helpful, and the whole book was worth 
producing at this time, when the anti-Semites are scattering so much mud 
in all directions. It might bea good thing if these extracts from Zunz were 
translated into English. Not one of them but expresses the noblest 
sentiments of piety and religion; they show to what grand heights 
Jewish ethics reach. We should like in this place to express our thanks 
to both editor and publisher for their enterprise. M. E. 


Notes and News. 


(1). William Gillespie (afterwards named William Honyman Gillespie) 
was born at Glasgow in 1808, and diedin 1875. AtGlasgow University he 
showed a special bias towards the study of logic and moral philosophy, 
aud during his college days he was greatly encouraged by the success of 
a thesis written by him on Theistic lines. He took pride in his effort, and 
continued to mature his scheme of thought. He became a determined 
opponent of atheism, and was recognised as a prominent Scottish meta- 
physical Theist. His principal work, The Argument, a priori, for the 
Being and the Attributes of the Lord God, the Absolute One, and First 
Cause,” has been re-issued by Mersrs. T. and T. Clark, Edinburgh, with 
a prefatory revised memoir of the author by Mr. James Urquhart. In 
the course of his argument, Gillespie remarks that it isa most Singular 
coincidence that in the Book of Job there is a mysterious but obvious 
allusion to the connection between the constellation of the Pleiades and 
the mighty whole, round which all systems of stars rotate, and that the 
affairs of our heavens, if not of our world, hang upon nothing. Canst 
thou bind the sweet influences of the Pleiades?“ (Job xxxvilii, 31), is the 
pungent question put to Job by the august speaker of many wondrously 
deep- reaching interrogatives. It is to be remembered, says Gillespie, 
that Job himself was an astronomer who had considered the matter of 
this very constellation {ibid ix., 9). There was, therefore, a pro- 
found astronomical question put to a practised astronomer in the 
country best fitted by nature, and most celebrated from the earliest ages 
for astronomical observations, and the land too, where philosophers capa- 
ble of supersensuous flights did sometimes make theirappearance. At the 
present (ime, argnes Gillespie, we are but verifying the correctness of 
some of their intuitional glancos. They proleptically announced what 
their higher nature saw, we, by positive handling and measurement are 
discovering the reality of those ancient vaticinations. Can anyone 
doubt, asks Gillespie, that Job knew a great astronomical truth—even 
when looked at with the eyes of a follower of Sir Isaac Newton When he 
said, or wrote, that God “stretcheth out the north over empty space 
hangeth the earth upon nothing”?

Mr. L. Billing contributes a very long precise and important article 
to the “Journal of Philology (No. 70, Macmillan) on the rhythms of 
Plato; and founds on his calculations further conclusions as to the 
chronology of some ot the dialogues.

Herrings should always be eaten absolutely fresh. They are among 
the most nourishing of fish, as they contain a great deal of fat. / 


HERRING PIF. 
REQUIRED: Four herrings; cold boiled potatoes, 2 lbs.; margarine, 
2 0Z.; Salt, pepper, mace, one Onion, a little milk. 

METHOD.—Split and bone the herrings, and cnt them down the back, 
making each into two fillets. Mash the potatoes free of lumps, add 1 oz. 
margarine, with salt, pepper, and mace to taste, and sufficient milk to 
make them into a thin paste. Cut up the onion finely, and fry it in the 
remainder of the margarine. Well grease a pie dish, put in first a layer 
of the potato purée, then half the fillets, and then season and sprinkle 
with some of the onions. Add another layer of potato, the rest of the 
herring and onion, and finish off with potatoes. Bake in a slow oven for 
an hour and a half.

REQUIRED: One herring for each person; veal stuffing ; lemon juice. 

METAHOD.—Remove the head and backbone from the fish. Spread 
each with a little veal staffing, roll up, and pack in a greased fireproof 
dish. Pour over the juice of a lemon to which has been added a gill of 
water, cover with a greased paper, and bake-in a moderate oven twenty 
minutes to half and hour.

Little has, however, been heard of the Russian Zionists, 
and the Zionist movement bas suffered through having been cut off 
for so long from its staunch and 
enthusiastic adherents in Russia. To 
re-establish touch between the -head- 
quarters of the movement and the 
Russian Zionists, Dr. M. D. Eder 
recently set out on a special mission to 
Soviet Russia, and has thereby added 
tothe services he had already rendered 
on the Zionist Commission in Pales- 
tine. He returned safely to. London 
last week, and, in the course of an 
interview with a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, has given an 
account of his journey and a record of 
his impressions, 
ZIONISM UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 
\ “The object of my mission,” said Dr. 
Eder, was to get in touch with the 
Zionist Organisation in Russia and give 
them full information as to what has been going on in Palestine and the 
Ztonist world generally, and to secure from them an exact account of the 
conditions under which they were working i Soviet Russia. I travelled 
via Reval, whence I went direct to Moscow as the guest of the Soviet 
Republic. I staved only three weeks in Russia, and was in close touch 
with the Jews of Moscow and Petrograd. Though there are no official 
laws against Zionism in practice, the Zionists are debarred from carrying 
on any activity. They cannot have any headquarters; they have no

means of communicating with the outside world, and emigration 
cannot take place. Owing to their isolation they knew little of 


what had been going on. They had scraps of information, but it 
was difficult to weld the links together into a conrfected chain, and 
to they were overjoyed at the presence of a representative of the Zionist 
Organisation who could inform them exactly as to what had been trans- 


piring. They listened greedily to everything I had to tell them about 
Palestine. For two years they had had no direct communication, and no 


Zionist had been able to penetrate into Russia. I found that all 
Zionist work had been brought to a standstill. Though the Hebrew 
language is not officially prohibited, no instruction in Hebrew can be 
given and teachers are not permitted. A subvention is, however, given to 
the Hebrew theatre. Emigration is prohibited, the reasons given being 
that they want the services of the young people, and the general difficulty 
of transport making travel almost impossible. 
THE JEWISH COMMISSARIAT. 

“The chief obstacle to Zionist work in Soviet Russia,” Dr. Eder 
explained, is that the movement comes under the Commissariat for 
Jewish Affairs, the heads of which are assimilated Jews, thoroughly 
indifferent, if not hostile, to Jewish national strivings. They cherish 
the memory of many defeats at the hands of the Zionists in the past 
in communal elections, Duma elections, etc., and they are now venting 
their spite on their former opponents. The official complaint against the 


Zionists is that they are counter-revolutionaries, which is entirely 


false. This is simply based on manufactured information supplied 
by these Jewish Commissaries. I had no official communication 
with these Commissaries, though I interviewed Tchitcherin, and 
conducted an important correspondence with the Commission 
for Foreign Affairs, a copy of which may form a pendant to this 
statement. Briefly, I was informed that the Government has no objection 
to Zionism in theory, but maintains that the Zionists have been engaged 
in counter-revolutionary propaganda. Equally, they have no objection 
to the use of the Hebrew language, though they regard it as an outworn 
tongue and contend that it is not the language of the Jewish masses. As 
far as allowing delegates to attend the Zionist Congress, I was informed 
that the Foreign Office would offer no objection, though other departments 
might. Obviously the Congress which is going to be held next autumn 
be if the Russian Zionists are unable to be present 
i was therefore enjoined to make eve ff C 
er eee j ry effort to secure permission for 
NO ANTI-SEMITISM. 


As regards the general condition of the Jews in Russia, I may say 
emphatically that, apart from the economic changes inherent in the 
Communist system, it has vastly improved. Anti-Semitism has dis- 
appeared altogether, and the Government have taken the most stringent 
measures to suppress anti-Jewish feeling. One instance of their attitude 
on this question may be quoted. In the negotiations between the Soviet 
Government and Poland, Russia demanded that clauses in regard to 
minority rights should be embodied in the Treaty. Poland desired to 
exclude the Jews, but Russia insisted specially on their being mentioned 
not without cause, as we know. Rabbi Maze informed me that he feels 
as if he were living in a new world. ‘I do not know where I am,’ he said. 
Brought up, as I was, under the old régime with anti-Semitism all 
around me, I can hardly realise yet what this freedom means. The 
future position of the Jews,’ he declared, ‘isa brilliant one it this Govern- 

ment remains,’ He explained this. In the old days very few Jews were 
allowed to enter the professions or to practise a skilled trade, The 


technical schools were closed to them. Now, any young Jew with brains 
can enter a profession—the students are the best looked-after class in 
Russia. All must work, and there is nothing to bar a young boy or girl 
from learning a skilled trade. Hence, economically, the position of the 
younger generation in Russia is assured. I found the Jewish children. 
extraordinarily relieved at the absence of anti-Semitism in the schools. 
One girl to whom I spoke—the daughter of a leading Zionist—said to me: 
‘It is beautiful to goto school now.’ Her remark showed how much she 
had suffered in the past, There is no starvation in Soviet Russia, though 
there is no luxury. Conditions have enormously improved there as com- 
pared with last year. Every house I visited was comfortably heated, 
whereas last year, I was told, the scarcity of fuel caused much suffering. 
I walked about freely in Moscow at all hours of the day and night, and 
was never once challenged, 
THE HEBREW THEATRE. 

“One of my most pleasant experiences,” said Dr. Eder, “ was to attend 
a performance at the Hebrew Theatre ‘Habimah,’ which, as I have 
mentioned, is subventioned by the State. Two performances are given 
weekly, on Saturday and Sunday nights. All the seats are free. and there 
is a first-class company. The manager, Mr. Zemach, regards this as only 
the beginning of his work. He hopes later to establish a Hebrew theatre 
in Jerusalem, where works may be produced fully illustrative of the 
Hebrew genius. His cast began as an amateur company in Bielostock, 
and at present consists of forty-six persons. 

A FOUR-HOUR SPEECH. 

“During my stay I was allowed to address a public meeting on 
Palestine, and so eager were the Zionists to hear all that I had to tell them, 
that I was compelled to speak forfour hours on end. Istarted my address 
at 7.30 and finished at 11.30, and had to answer innumerable questions. 
There are no Jewish papers per se now published in Russia, the entire 
press being in the hands of the Government. Some papers are, however, 
printed in Yiddish. 3 

THE UKRAINE. 

“TI should like to make it clear,” said Dr. Eder, that my remarks as 
to the improved condition of the Jews in Soviet Russia do not apply to 
the Ukraine, where there is complete anarchy. The Jewish population 
have bad to leave the townlets and villages and concentrate in the big 
cities such as Kieff and Ekaterinoslav, where much misery prevails though 
their lives are sefe. There is no settled government in the Ukraine, and 
I fear there will not be for many months. Only indirect relations prevail 
between the two republics. 
for Mrs. Tchlenow, widow of the Zionist leader, and Mesdames Salkind,

The corrt- 
spondence to which I have referred will fill up any gaps in my narrative, 
and it casts a light on the outlook of the Soviet government towards 
Jewish and general questions.” . 


CORRESPONDENCE WITH THE SOVIET 


GOVERNMENT. 
The following letters passed between Dr. Eder and the Foreign. 
Department of the Soviet 


Moscow, February Sth, 1921. 
To COMRADE NowurtTevya, Commissariat for Foreign Affairs. 
SIR, 

Comrade Tchitcherin informed me last night that he would communicate 
to me through you the repttes to the points I had submitted to him, and 
that I should keep myself in touch with you. I therefore bez to place 
before you the following memorandum. 

Zionism is a movement for the establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine. It is a movement of the Jewish masses. The establishment 
of this Commonwealth is essential for the moral and physical well-being of 
the Jewish people, so long the victims of oppression and persecution. 
Zionism has no internal political aims in any country; in particular, the 
Zionists in Russia are perfectly loyal to the existing Soviet Government. 

fhe Hebrew language is the language of the Jewish people; it has never 
been a dead language; throughout the ages it has continned to be spoken. 
Hebrew has a rich modern, as well as ancient, literature. It is the language 
to-day of the Jews in Palestine; it is the language of instruction in all our 
schools there; Yiddish (Jargon), although spoken by many thousands of 
Jews, is a language that was imposed upon us during our period of oppression 
and enslavement. Yiddish tends to disappear as Jews settle in other 
countries—in Russia, no less than in America. Every Jew in every age has 
had to learn some Hebrew as part of his education. . 

Though aware that there are no laws in Russia against Zionism, or the 
cultivation of the Hebrew language, I contend that in practice Zionist aims 
cannot be pursued. If a room is required for a Zionist office, if a meeting 
is desired, ii a class-room is wanted tor Hebrew teaching, the applicants are 
referred to the Jewish Section for National Affairs; the application is 
invariably refused.

A FALSE CONTENTMENT. 


11 upright, but they hare sought out many inventions.“ — 

The fault of humanity at the present time is that it is so generally 
discontented. Discontentment is at the bottom ot the world unrest from 
which we are all suffering. Men are dissatisfied with the conditions that 
Providence has ordained for them, with their means and position in life, 
the esteem in which they are held, their relations to those above 
them. But these same times in which we live bear witness to 
a curious contentment, a false contentment, with things of the spirit. 
Just as dissatisfied as men and women are with their material condition, 
so satisfied are they with their religious te. They look around them 
and note that others are careless in these matters ; then why should they 
be more careful? It takes so little in these days to make a Jew,*then 
why not be satisfied with the minimum of Jewishness which convention 
demands? That is how people, conscicusly or unconsciously, argue. 
So they seek the minimum where they should desire the maximum, and 
strive after the maximum where the minimum should suffice. There is 
a noble passage in the Midrash bearing on this subject. Commenting 
on Ecclesiastes vi., 7: All the appetite of a man is for his month, and 
yet his soul is not satisfied,” R. Samuel bar Nachmeni said: “ However 
devotedly a man may fulfil the divine commandments, his devotion 
scarcely equals the breath that issues from his mouth, because the soul 
knows that however devotedly it labours it must fall far short of the 
ideal.” R. Levi said: “It is as if a peasant had married a princess. He 
may give her all the dainties in the world, and yet they are not enough 
for one so highly born. So whatever a man does for his soul is not 
enough, because the soul comes from above.” (Vayikra Rabba, ch. 4). 
What 

THESE WISE MEN 

of the Bible and Talmud would teach us is plain. We derive our higher 
nature from that which is infinite ; therefore infinite should be the satis- 
factions of that higber nature. Were it otherwise, then, as Ecclesiastes 
proclaims in the following verse, What advantage would the wise man 
have over the fool?” (vi-, ). The reasons why men are all too easily 
satisfied with their religious State are various. For one thing, there is so 
much ignorance about. Religion is so little studied in these days, and 
therefore so little understood. And what we make no effort to under- 
stand we cease to care about. We all know people who have no love 
for Judaism because they have no knowledge of it. Knowledge.would 
stimulate their interest, but this they woefully lack. How true is the 
saying, “An ignorant man can never be a religious man.” See the 
difference in his religious attitude between a man who has studied, even 
superficially, the words of Moses and the Prophets and the Sages of 
Israel, and that of one to whom these things are beyond his compre- 


_hension. The ignorant man does not know what God demands of him. 


Speak to him of the satisfactions of the higher life, and you speak to him 
in a strange tongue which he cannot comprehend. True, there 
are those who have studied, and yet fail to perform. Bat have they 
studied deeply enough? Had their studies been more profound, they 
could not have failed to appreciate the blessed influence which religion 
exercises over the soul of man. While it inspires trust and confidence 
and peace of mind, it incites to unwearied diligence in well-doing. And 
as ignorance is dispelled by cultivating the society of the wise, so it 
persists amotg those who find their pleasure in other circles. Happy 
is the man that walketh not in the counsel of the wicked, nor standeth in 
the way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful. But his delight 
is in the law of the Lord, and in His law doth he meditate day and night” 
(Psalm I., 1, 2). The Psalmist but formulates an obvious truth, that how 
a man's character is to develop will depend upon the society he culti- 
vates. Let him seek out the learned and serious-minded, and he will 
himself become learned and serious, for 


THE POWER OF EXAMPLE 


is great, both for good and evil. But as nothing in living nature stands 
still, we must go forward or backward. Weshall either progress in good- 
ness or recede. If we do not increase our store of intelligence, we shall 
forget even what we have learnt. “If thou forsakest me one day, 
I will forsake thee for two.” In things of the spirit never may we be 
satisfied with what we have attained to; to“ gofrom strength to strength” 
must be our ideal, if we would “appear before God in Zion.“ There is no 
more distressing sight than to see men who once were zealous in this 
respect losing interest. Something happens to arrest their activities, 
their enthusiasm grows cold, the fire is damped down, and it is so difficult 
to kindle it again. We see men dropping one religious observance after 
another: what once seemed to them all-important no longer appeals to 
them; they. excuse themselves on the ground that such things are no 
longer suited to the times in which they live, they are antiquated. It is 
they themselves who have grown antiquated; they have lost the fresh- 
ness of feeling which was once theirs, and they suffer a rapid declension 
from their former standard. Therefore, we must never rest contented 
with what we have accomplished. Contentment in this instance spells 


disaster. It is quite a mistake to suppose that religion implies a mere 


unintelligent adherence to the past. It signifies, rather, constant 
development, the opening up of fresh sources of knowledge, the conquest 
of new realms of truth. Yes, it has to be constantly adapting itself to 
new conditions, for life progresses, and religion must progress with it. 
Religion is not an outworn garment ; like the clothes which covered the 
Israelites in their wanderings through the wilderness, it has constantly to 
renew itself. And the only sure basis of such adaptation, such renewal, 
is knowledge—the knowledge of God's eternal word ou which we are 
bidden to meditate day and night. | | 


JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT 
THE MOVEMENT IN PALESTINE. 


DR, WEIZMANN ON CURRENTS IN ZIONISM, 


Tn our issue of February 4th we gave a brief report of the meeting of 
the Waad Leumi, at which Sir Alfred Mond and Dr. Weizmann spoke. 
We now publish a fuller report of their speeches. 

Dr. WEIZMANN, in the course of his address, said that they 
had finished one period in their work. The decision of San 
Remo had incorporated the Balfour Leclaration into the Turkish 
Treaty. The intensive work in which they had been engaged 
for six years had come to a close, and now they had before 
them two more important matters, namely, the questions of the 
boundaries and the Mandate. The first problem had not been solved 
in a manner satisfactory to them, for their land was divided into 
two. But they hoped that in the near future the justice of their 
demands regarding the boundaries would be recognised by the French 
Government and the French people, who knew how to fight for 
liberty in a manner which served as an example to the nations of 
Europe. The Mandate had not yet been published, but he could inforio 
them of its main clauses. I) The Mandate recognised the justice of the 
Jews’ historical claim to Palestine, and that was the foundation of our 
structure. (2) The Mandate recognised the Zionist Organisation, which, 
with all its faults, was the only authority competent to deai with the 
reconstruction of Palestine as far as the Jews of the world were con- 
cerned. (3) The Mandate also provided that the Government of Palestine 
must do all in its power to assist them in the building of the country, and 
that it must accordingly facilitate immigration, develop agricuitaure and 
generally help inthe settlement of Jews. It was true that this was not 
all that they hoped for. There was still a good deal wanted to make the 
Mandate perfect: but they had obtained the foundation for their future 
edifice, and it was their duty to build farther on that foundation. They 
were now at the beginning of a new era. There were two currents. One 
that criticised the Zionist Organisation and its leaders, saying that nothing 
had been achieved in the period just brought to an end, or that what had 
been achieved was not much at all, and could not serve as a proper basis 
for their work. They said that it was necessary to ask for a Jewish State, 
and that the leaders 


ERRED BY NOT DEMANDING A JEWISH STATE, 


It was easy to demand, but it. was difficult to get the claim recognised. 
Serious demands could only be made on a basis of reality. Feen if by a 
miracle the nations of the world said to them: Lou want a State, here 
it is before you,” even then, they would not have a State, Wut only an 
empty formula. Such extreme views arose from over-confidence in 
formul#, forgetting the inner forces of the Jewish people. States were 
not built on documents and orders, but through a nation, and the work of 
generations. If all the Kingsof East and West would give them a State, it 
would only prove a phrase. If the Jewish people would build Palestine, 
then the Jewish State would become a reality. The second current 
declared that the time for politics was over, and that the period for 
practical work had begun, and that practical work meant paying enter- 
prises. They said that the land could only be built by business people and 
mechanics in a manner in which limited compani s operated. But such 
Zionism was only a formula, indeeda business formula. The first tendency 
was an apparatus for demands. The second tendency was a machine for 
limited companies, but both currents did not believe in the nation and 
in its forces. It was true that the Zionist Organisation required new 
forces and experts. It was also true that the Zionist Organisation had 
made mistakes which perhaps experts could have avoided, but they had 
not had such experts. Everything was done through lay men, and those 
laymen brought them totheir present success. Experts could not create a 
popular movement. The organisers of a popular movement were people 
who possessed driving force. The help they needed would come not from 
politics or from experts alone, but from a unity Ot all torces. The political 
situation would be built on the foundation of deeds, and their work would 
be the continuation of politics. He had always tried to flud new people, 
and he had found them, but not at the expense of their old workers. In 
the movement there was room for both, for the new and for the old. They 
would be the first to 
. GIVE WAY TO NEW PROPLE, 


as soon as they saw that they could accomplish the task. 

What was their plan for the immediate future? They must make 
preparations for immigration on a large scale, they must lay the founda- 
tions for industry and agriculture as soon as possible. As far as the 
Government were concerned, the plans for electrification and irrigation 
would soon be in working order. But they had to organisethe work and find 
the means. He was an optimist. They would appeal to all Jewish 
circles, and create a situation which existed in England during the War. 
Just as the people in England during the War were ashamed not to be in 
khaki, so they would ask every Jew: “ What have you done for your 
people during our War.” Sir Alfred Mond and his friends would watch the 
financial situation, and they would organise the work. Their means were 
limited, but they were richer than the rich Jews. Their Treasury was 
their whole nation. They had full confidence in the High Commisi:ioner. 
Palestine and Eretz Yisrael were not yet identical; but it was for them 
to make them so. It was necessary for them to help themselves and in 
that way they would also help the Arabs. Their neighbours must know 
that they would not abandon even one point of their programme of con- 
struction. They knew, and respected, the feelings of the Arabs, but if 
the Arabs thought that they would build their national life at the cost of 
the Jews, and with their blood, they were making a great mistake. 
They were not afraid of the threats of some of the Arabs. They trusted 
the Arab nation, but the Jewish nation and the Arab nation were not a 
mixture. They would pay attention to all the claims of the Arab nation, 
but they would not recognise the efforts of the people in the Levant to sow 
discord among brethren. The crisis would soon be over, and the period. 
of unity of work would commence. 7 


SIR ALFRED MOND. 


Sir Alfred Mond, in the course of his speech, said that he was 
returning to England with a message of gratitude and thanks to the 
Prime Minister from the Waad Loumi. In Mr. Lloyd George they had a 
true friend to their great cause. The Zionist dream had become a reality.. 
They must not only see the difficulties and hindrances, but also the bright 
gun that was shining behind them. There was no reason for despair, but 
it was necessary to guard themselves against wholesale criticism. Nothing 
could be gained by dividing their forces. What was essential was unity, 
He would use his utmost efforts in Eagland to organise the forces there. 
They would appeal to the Jews of the whole world to begin work on @ 
large scale in Palestine. They must never abandon hope, and then they 
would never give way to despair. The millions of Jews scattered over 
the world had only one hope in their hearts, and that was to make the 
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Jewish National Home a reality. When their culture was once more 
developed, it would serve to the world as a guiding light. Only when 
that was reconstructed would their success be assured.

THE JEWISH ELECTORAL ASSEMBLY. 


QUESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 

In the House of Commons on Thursday in last week, Sir HARRY 
Brittain (C. U., Acton) asked the Secretary for the Colonies what is the 
function of the electoral assembly of the Jews of Palestine; whether 
it bas been oficially recognised; and whether it werks in any way 
in conjunction with the advisory council. 

Col. Aut (C. C., Sparkbrook) states in a written reply :— 

The tunctivn of the assembly in question, which was elected in April 
and May, 1920, is to look after the internal affairs of the Jewish Con- 
munity in Palestine. The administration of Palestine has recognised the 
assembly subject to the following conditions :— 

(1). That the authority of any mandate for the government of Pales- 
tine endorsed by the League of Nations, is recognised, and that no 
proposals are adopted or submitted inconsistent with the terms of the 
mandate. 

(2). That in the future the assembly is found to retain its representa- 
tive character by continuing to elicit at subsequent elections, as at its 
first election, the suffrages of a clear majority of the adult Jewish 
population, 

The answer to the last part of the question is in the negative.

Jerusalem in that month. 

An exception is made with regard to the conviction of Lieutenant 
Jabotinsky of having a revolver in his. possession.——/ieuter.

THE RABBINICAL CONFERENCE, 


THE AGUDAS YISRAEL’§ INTOLERANCE, 


As mentioned in our last issue a Conference was summoned 
at the express wish of the High Commissioner, Sir Herbert Samuel, for 
the élection of two Chief Rabbis of Palestine. All parties sent their 
representatives to this Committee—only the leaders of the Agudas 
Yisrael, Rabbis Diskin and Sonnenfeld—did not participate in the elections. 
The latter asked the High Commissioner to recognise their community as 


_@ separate one which is in no way connected with the general com- 


munity of Palestine. Their request was refused by Sir Herbert. In 
spite of Rabbi Kuk’s urgent request for unity, they refused participation 
and set apart the 15th Adar I., the day previous to the elections, as an 
official fast day for their followers. The inauguration of the Chief Rabbis 
auk and Meir was to take place on the 10th March. 


MIZRACHI WORK IN PALESTINE. 


The latest activities of the Mizrachi Organisation in Palestine include 
the establishment of associations for orthodox labourers and qualified 
Sopherim. The object of the former is to organise orthodox labour, and 
to establish sucieties and kasher kitchens. It will also aim at the estab- 
lishment of a labour exchange for those wishing to keep the Sabbath. 
The aim of the Sopherim Association is not only for internal production, 
buat to prevent the export ot possul” Tephillin, Sepher Torahs, etc: An 
appeal is being made throughout the world for funds to provide the 
Chaluzim with Passover food. 


AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENTS. | 

A department for Agricultural Experiments and Extension Training 
has been created by the Zionist Commission, under the direction of Mr. I. 
Wilkansky. Three experimental stations have been established at Ben- 
Shemen, Merhavia, and Degaula. At each of these places a number of 
trained agriculturists will be employed under a Superintendent. The 
work to be done includes poultry raising, experiments in fertilising, dry 
farming, and model orchards. A travelling instructor will visit the various 
stations and give lectures on soil cultivation, fertilising, sowing, ang the 


rotation of crops. In addition, practical instruction in modern ming 
will be given to the children of the colonists. Professor Otto Warburg 
will co-operate with the department, with a view to founding a school of 
agriculture at the University of Jerusalem. . 


PROPOSED REST CAMP AT JAFFA, 

The present lodging accommodation for five hundred immigrants at 
Jaffaand three hundred and fifty at Haifa, as well as the present equip- 
ment, all of which have been provided by the Zionist Commission, are 
considered inadequate. The Depaxctment of Immigration and Travel of 
the Palestine Government has drawn up a scheme for the construction of 
a large rest camp at Jaffa at a total capital expenditure of over 
£30,000. The scheme is understood to have been approved by the High 
Commissioner. This sum will cover the cost of construction of the roads 
leading to the camp, repairs to buildings, water supply and facilities 
for sanitation, lighting, heating, disinfecting, as well as the construction 
of a qui and the purchase of the necessary land and buildings. An 
inclusive charge por head of passenger of thirty piastres (six shillings) is 
expected to cover the expenditure of landing, registering, quarantine, etc. 
This camp will serve as a receiving station for all persons residing in 
Palestine, including immigrants, pilgrims, and travellers,

Drak In, In reply to your letter of February 5th, I have the honour 
to state 

The policy of the Soviet Government on questions of rights of the various 
nationalities domiciled in Russia is based on the principle of self-determina 
tion of the labouring masses of each nationality. This also is the guiding 
principle of the policy of the Soviet Government in regard to the Jews, who 
thus are enjoying in Russia a much higher degree of self-determination than 
in any other country in the world. 

The wishes and aspirations of the Jewish labouring masses find their 
expression through Jewish delegates to local Soviets. elected by the popula 
tion of each election unit, as well as through numerous national congresses, 
conferences, and meetings of Jewish working people. In the administration 
of the Soviet State the national organ of the Jewish labouring masses is the 
Commissariat for Jewish Affairs. whi h is an organ of independent initiative 
and decision, forming a part of the “* Council of Nationalities’ and of tha 
People's Commissariat of National Affairs. 1 

All matters concerning the cultural and spiritual life of the Jewish popula- 
tion are thus determined ty the Jewish people themselves. When, therefore, 
the activities of any particular group of this nationality are subjected to 
restrictions, thev only express the desire of the overwhelming majority of 
the Jewish people themselves. The disinilination of the Soviet institutions 
to intwoduce the teaching of ancient Hebrew language in schools is due to 
the fact that children who enter such schools never register that language 
as their native tongue. In all cases where Jewish children register Yiddiah 
us the native tongue, aa frequently happens regions largely popuiat by 
Jews; schools are organised for them and tuition given in that language, 
under the immediate direction of the Jewish section of the Commissariat of 
Education. This policy has received the general approbation of many non- 
partisan OngTesses and conferences of Jewish workers, especially convened 
to discuss questions Of education—as, for ihstance, in Vitebsk, Homet, Minsk, 
Odessa, and elsewhere It has also been approved by the non-partisan All 
Russian Congress of Jewish Social Workers, in July, 1920. As an indication 
of the attitude of the Jewish people, it may interest you to learn that this 
Congress passed a special resolution demanding that the Department of Art 
of the Commissanat of Education discontinue subsidising the Hebrew Theatre 
“ Habimo in Moscow. A similar poliev has been followed by the Jewish 
Culture League in Russia, and in the Ukraine, as well as by the Associa- 
tion of Jewish Labouring Masses (Setmas!, under the leadership of Rabbi 
Jitnik. 

Your suggestion that the teaching of the Hebrew language in Russian 
schools might be financed by some Zionists is quite unacceptable, as it is 
entirely contrary to the principles guiding the social life of Russia. There 
can be no such thing in Russia as the private financing of puble education. 
This does not mean, howe eT. that the State would object to private education 
in the Hebrew language, if furnished by the parents of children outside of 
the school, as is done at present in Russia in matters pertaining to religious 
education, so long as this does not interfere with the regular education in 
ihe publi School. 

As to your request fer permission for Zionists to organise groups to 
carry on activities for the propagation of the Zionist yleas, it ia only fair 
to state that such groups already exist in Russia, conducting their activities 
without opposition from either the Soviet Government or from the Jewish 
Section of the Commissariat of National Affairs. There are two of these 
Zionist organisations—the ‘* Poale Zion of the Jewish Social Democratic 
Party, and the“ Poale Zion of the Jewish Communist Party. Both these 
groups have their representatives in the Soviets. They have clubs and news- 
papers, which are not prohibited, notwithstanding the fact that they do not 


altogether agree with the principles and policies of Soviet Russia. here 


has been no repression of their activities. They are, and have been, freely 
agitating in the interest of Palestine. Were these organisations to ask the 
Soviet Government for permission to organise the emigration of Zionists to 
Palestine, there would be no objections offered to their doing so. If they 
desire to send delegates or representatives to the world congress of Zionists 
which your friends are organising, there would be no objections to this either. 
However, neither of these requests has ever been presented. 

Whatever repressive measures have been taken against certain bourgeois 
Zionist groups have been due to general political circumstances, and netessi- 
tated by specific criminal activities of such groups. There has never been 
any suppression of such groups because of their Zionistic principles. You 
doubtless know that in Soviet Russia certain bourgeois groups in general, 
regardless of nationality—and, in most cases, Russian groups—have come into 
conflict with the Sovi Government. Such was the case, for instance, of 
the group called “ People’s Socialists *’ (Trudoviki), who were closely allied 
with certain Zionist groups. The participation of Zionists of this group in 
activities directed against the Soviet State has been fully established. On a 
certain occasion, a congress of bourgeois Zionists, at which were present 
foreign delegates, was held in Petrograd, and resolved. itself into a gathering 
yore, criminal private speculation with property of the Russian people. 

regret to say that it is, therefore, impossible to regard the Central 
Committee of Zionists ’’ as loyal to Soviet Russia. 

The fact that Russia is in effect in a period of war and civil strife compels 
ns to take measures against individuals and groups, regardless of their 
nationality, when such individuals and groups are found to be aiding the 
enemies of Russia. The records of the Russian revolutionary war, during 
the past three years, show frequent cases of leading bourgeois Zionists in the 
ranks of Koltchak and Denikine supporters. It is quite natural that the broad 
masses of the Jewish people, who well remember the bloody rule of the 
Czarist generals in former times, and who, in the Ukraine, have bitterly learnt 
that a return of these elements to power in Russia means indescribable misery 
to the Jewish people, are much aroused and highly indignant, knowing that 
leading bourgeois Zionists co-operate with our enemies. And while there are 
many instances in the recent history of Russia showing that leading Zionists 
have done all they could to hinder and make difficult the task of the Russian 
workers and peasants in establishing their own emancipation, there has been 
no Visible action on the part of the bourgeois Zionists against either the 
attacks on Soviet Russia or against the natural consequences of such attacks, 
the despoliation and murdering of Jewieh people in regions occupied by 
Russian reactionary generals. 

You can easily understand, therefore, that the Jewish working people, who 
control the policy of the Jewish Branch of the Commissariat of National 
Affairs, see no reason why Soviet Russia should waste her scant resources and

The only condition 
pursuant to the general principles of the Soviet rule, which we feel ourselves 
bound to make, is that vou would not permit the gathering to become a closed 
one, and that any person, even an opponent, may have a right to take part 
in the discussions.

Im I have the honour to acknowledge your letter of February 10th, 
No, 1/97. which I received tuo late to answer before leaving Moscow. Some 
questions of fact and some of policy are raised m your letter, to which 
1 ask your leave to reply. Knowing the broad principles and the freedom 
from pedantry which actuate. the Soviet Government, I feel confident that 
no umbrage will be taken at this intervention on the part of a non Russian 
Jew. 

1. Tur Sovier Government's Potter ry Recarp to Jews ix 

Whilst fally acknowledging that the policy and practice of the Soviet 
Government are free from the slightest trace of anti semit sm, I venture, 
very respectful y, to question your statement that the cultura! and spiritual 
life of the Jewish population is determined by the Jewish peop.e themselves. 
I have not the slightest doubt that this is the desire of the Soviet. Govern: 
ment; in practice that desire is not fulfilled. What has happened is that a 
section of the Jewish working people of Russia to whom Jewish. culture 
and the Jewish consciousness happen to be indifferent (this 's mot intended 
to imply any, even the slightest, blame or slur; in these matters all opmions 
urs respectable and to be respected) have become empowered to legislate fer 
the greul mass of Jews, who feel very intently their Jewishiness. It is 
not a matter of class distinction, since in these many questions, to take 
one use of the Hebrew language—there is a cut across al! class differences. 


2, Tur or THe Hesrew LANncvace. 


It is not clear what is intended by the term native tongue.“ which 
vou say is never registered as Hebrew by children entering school. Wouwd 
children understand what is meant? Hebrew is certainly the nat onal lan- 
gunge of the Jews, although outside Palestine it is exceptionally their mother 
tongue. Force of circumstances has compe led the Jews to adopt the language 
of the people amongst whom they dwell; nevertheless, it would be rare 
to find a Jew in any country who has not received some instruction in Hebrew, 
whilst even Yiddish employs the Hebrew letters in its print and scr'pt.. The 
request was wade that Hebrev instruction might be allowed at the request 
of parents and children. If I understand you aright, this would be per- 
mitted if the children entering school register Hebrew as their native tongue, 
just as is dons in the case of Yiddish. — | 

I am grateful for the concession which allows parents to provide educa- 
tion in the Hebrew änguage outside school, provided such education does not 
‘aterfere with the regular schoo! curriculum. 

As regards the approval which you state has been given to many Jewish 


confefences, etc., in Russia to the policy of suppressing Hebrew, Lt would: 


beg to paint out: : 
(a) The conferences at Vitebsk, Homel, ete., can hardly be described 


zus non-partisan. Those delegates who were in favour of teaching 


Hebrew were excluded from the conferences. 
(b At the ali-Russian Congress of Jewish Social Workers, held 


in July, 1920, the Hebrew schools were already closed; teachers 
and social workers interested in the Hebrew language were not 


admitted. 


(c) The Jewish Culture League is a League for the recognition of 


Yiddish as the dominant language of the Jews; it is not surpris- 
img that the League opposes the teaching of Hebrew. . 
(d) Zhe Setmas. 


Desirous as I am of abstaining from all recrimination, I cannot refrain 
from eXpressing doubt as to the genuine character of this Association. Was 


it ever a boné-fide movement of the Jewish working classes’ In any case, 
the Association accomp.ished nothing, and has, I believe; ceased altogether. 
It would never have occurred to me to oppose the teaching of Yiddish 


for those who desire it; all I asked was reciprocal fair treatment for 
those who wished instruction in Hebrew. I take the liberty of suggesting 


that this matter is one that the Jews might be allowed to settle in this way, 
thus relieving the Soviet Government, so heavily engaged in other matters, 
from any unnecessary distraction.

Ip to the end of 1917 there was a political alliance between the Zionists 
and the Trudoviki, which party was favourable to Zionist aspirations The 
bloc ended in that year, and there has been since that date no relationship 
at all between the two parties.

between May, 1917, and July, 1920, in Petrograd, Moscow, or elsewhere. 
The Zionist organisation has, I am confident, never planned any kind of 
speculation.

T must be allowed to repudiate in the warmest way this allegation with 
its implication that the Zionists have been indifferent to the terrible fate of 
the Jewish people in the Ukraine. Anyone with the slightest acquaintance 
with the facts must know that quite the contrary is the case. Quite apart 
from the well-known fact that bourgeois Jews, Zionist or non- Zionist, 
have suffered equally with the broad masses of the Jews from these massacres 
(has anyone ever heard of those fiends making any discrimination’), it should 
be known to the Soviet Government that Jews (or Zionists) have never made 
the distinction in suffering which the Soviet Government seems to make 
between bourgeois and proletariat. In suffering, at any rate, and in their desire 
to relieve such suffering, all Israel are brethren. Zionists and 
the Jewish people generality have never stopped to inquire into class distinc- 
tions when protesting against these blood-stained criminals. It is new to 
me to be told that Zionists or Jews have not sufficiently protested. They have 
protested to a world that has almost grown callous to these tales of horror. 

Moreover, I beg to remind you that the Central Comm'ttee of the 
Zionist Organisation in Russia prepared a report well documented with photo- 
graphs and the statements of eye-witnesses on these very pogroms in the 


Ukraine. Permission to publish and circulate the report was ref

FINANCIAL STATEMENT,

_ After the conclusion of routine business, the Pre 
ing a draft copy of the report, stated that so far £29.100 had been received 
in answer to the appeal. This did not include the 41.000 promised by 
Messrs. Rothschild, when the figures reached £30,000. Of the money col- 
lected £5,174 had come through the Synagogue Canvassing Committees. 
He regretted to announce that Mr. Laurie Magnus had decided to resign 
after many years of service, ' : 

Mr. Stiebel presented the financial statement, in the abschce of the 
Treasurer, Mr. Philip S. Waley, who, in the course of a letter regretting 
his enforced absence, said: 

DEAR STIEBEL,—As regards the Board Meeting, it would have been my duty 
to lay before the members the Treasurer's financial statement for the past year 
and to emphasise the seriousness of the figures it contains. That the Special 
Appeal has met with the substantia! response that you will announce is mostly 
due to your personal efforts, but the amount received to date will hardly more 
than cover the Board’a accrued deficit - and, unless it be greatly increased it 18 
almost certain that the enormous demands for relief now coming forw ard will 
leave us at the énd of the current year in as serious a position as when the 
appeal was first launched. I cannot help feeling the gravest anxiety. and 1 
know that the responsibilities and difficulties of those who are taking the Rota 


Committees will be enormously increased, as they must be always hampered by 
the knowledge of the Board’s financial position. . 


I will not here examine the figures in the statement. they speak for them- 
selves, and the small table on page 23 clearly indicates the cause of our troubles. 
Since they were made out, the weekly number of applicants and the amount of 
relief siven have progressively increased, and continue Still to do so. 

Thanks were accorded to the auditors, Mr. Felix Heim and Messrs. 
Gundry, Straus, and Soper, for their honorary services. 

Legacies were announced from the estates of the late Mr. Samuel 
Moses and the late Mr. Hugo Tuck, and a gift of bread and coal tickets; 
to the value of £35, from the Metropolitan Promoters of Charity. 

SIXTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT. 

The 62nd annual report of the Board, after referring to the changes in 
the personnel of the Executive and officials during the past year, dwells 
with renewed emphasis on the financial difficulty with which it is faced. 
Its revenue from subscriptions and donations was £12,825, as compared 
With £12,398 in 1919, and £10,864 in 1918. As the amount received in the 
three years immediately preceding the war averaged between £12,000 
and £13,000, that the present voluntary income remains so near its pre- 
war level reveals the fact that the limited section of the community who 
support the Board are, in spite of the enormous increase in prices, and 
the heavy taxation, doing their duty. For, itis not generally realised 
that hardly 2,000 names figure in the subscription list, and that nearly 
half the money subseribed comes from no more than forty firms and 
individuals. The special appeal has now realised £29,100, but as the 
deficit at the end of December exceeded £26,000, it is clear that little 
will be left over when this is liquidated. | 

Disquieting as these figures are, in the opinion of the Beard the 
high water mark has not yet been reached. The number of cases brought 
before the Relief Committee has during the last year increased from 860 
in the first quarter to 1,587 in the fourth. The total number of cases was 
4,155 this year, as against 2,710 last year, and the expenditure involved 
was £6,663, as compared with £3,789. The number of cases before the 
Allowances Committee showed no large increase as far as numbers were 
concerned, being 625 this year as compared with 620 in the previous 
year, but though this represents only an increase of five casos the 
difference in the expenditure was no less than £6,521, the figures being 
£26,055, as compared with £19,534 in 1919. The Board, mindful of the

but, in spite of everything. the expenditure has risen from £5,013 in 


1919 to £6,723. 

The total number of cases assisted during the year (exclusive of the 
Loan and Industrial Departments) is 2,350, as compared with 1.958 in 
1919. A significant feature of this increase is that the new cases have 
almost exactly doubled, being 560 as compared with 283. 

The work of the Loan Committee also shows large increases. 
423.236 was lent as against £17,492 in 1919. In addition, the Relief 
Committee lent £4,443, almost double that of last year, namely, £2,651. 
Sums amounting to £6,525 were granted to demobilised soldiers. The 
total number of applicants during the year was 1,488, as compared with 
965 in 1919. As usual, the percentage of bad debts is tcmarkably low. 
For the first time for many years, the Loan account was overdrawn, and 
by December 31st, by over £1,000. 

There is a welcome improvement in the cutlook for apprentices. 
The number of boys apprenticed has risen from 91 to 114. In view of 
the fact that school children can now leave only at the end of the term, 
and that under the new Education Act the employer must allow his 
apprentices three hours on two days a week during day time to attend 
school, up to the age of sixteen, itis gratifying to note that the pessimistic 
view that they entertained that this system was doomed have not been 
confirmed. 

The Samuel Lewis Convalescent Home has been badly hit by the 
slump in investments. Its endowment is now only sufficient to keep it 
open for seven months in the year, with the result that the sick poor will 
suffer in consequence. The same handicap has limited the activities of 
the Samuel Myer Home. The interests of the destitute dependents of the 
Russians who went back to their native country in 1916 is cared for by a 
special Committee (of which Mr. Leonard L. Cohen is the Chairman), which 
administers the grants from the local Board of Guardians. There are 
still some fifty cases of refugees cared for by the Board. The grant made 
by the Government will soon be exhausted, and, therefore, another heavy 
annual charge will be placed on the shoulders of the Community. The 
Emigrating Committee, which has not yet resumed its labours, has little 
to report, nor are there any developments in the work of the House Com- 
mittee, except that, as in every other department, there has been an 
increase both in the number of children sent away and in its expenditure. 

In conclusion, the report points out that unfortunately looking after 
the poor is no longer fashionable,” and that though its most urgent need 
is funds, the necessity for personal service is almost as important. It is 
of no use West End synagogues starting settlements in the East End 
without sufficient residents to administer them. The same want is found 
everywhere. Clubs, School Care Committees, the Lass' Brigade, all are 
short of social workers. The increasing danger to the State of the want 
of sympathy between employers and employed can only be bridged over 
by the happier placed members of the younger generation placing their 
services at the disposal of their unfortunate coreligionists. The “cash 
nexus” is not the only or even the most important part of true charity, 


“LIBERAL” JEWISH SYNAGOGUE, 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

The ninth annual report has been issued for presentation to the 
general meeting on Sunday next. The report states in part: 

In the past vear 74 new members have joined, while the deaths and resigna- 
tions numbered i9. Thegrowth in numbers is remarkably steady. The total is 
now 784 from 500 households, requiring 849 seats, almost twice as many as our 
synagogue can hold. The year has not been marked by. any outstanding 
features. There has, however, been some progress in the work of the congre- 
gation. Unfortunately, we feel with increasing weight the handicap in the 
inadequacy of our present building. While the school perhaps suffers most 
through this cause, the services, too, we are told, are adversely affected by it, 
especially in the attendances. And itis most unsatisfactory to hold the Holy- 
day Services, as is now necessary, in a place other than where we hold the 
Sabbath services. The Saturday Morning Services have, on the whole, been 
better attended-than in any of the previous vears; the attendance on Saturday 
afternoons, however, remains about the same. The Holyday Services held at 
the Y.M.C.A. hall on the Days of Memorial and Atonement, and at the Wigmore 
Hall on the First Day of the Passover, were attended by very large numbers, 
practically as many as could be accommodated. About 800 attended the former 
services and 50) the last named. It may interest our members to know that 
among the visitors that come to our services are some from diverse parts of the 
world, One or another part of the British Empire is often represented. This 
fact has, perhaps, been more conspicuous during the past year than during the 
years immediately preceding. It is a welcome sign of the interest our move- 
ment and work call forth in other countries, particularly in the colonies, and 
may permit us to have some hope that our work here may be the means of sowing 
seed in other parts of the British Empire. Besides the growth in our Congre- 
gation, there are other signs of an increased interest in Liberal Judaism in the 
community; and there are reasons for believing that the importance of our 
movement and and its purpose are better realised and appreciated now thang 
thev have ever been. For some time a search has been going on for a secon: 
minister to assist Rabbi Mattuck, but tifat search has, so far, brought no result. 
We need urgently a new building. We want a new building for ourselves; we 
want.it, too, in order that we may do more for the movement. We must look to 
the generosity of our members to make it possible for us in the near fature to 
build a new synagogue. We may soon after the issue of this report be able to 
put forward some definite suggestions aiming towards this end. he income for 
the past vear amounted to rz. W. against an expenditure of £3,076. Compared 
with the previous vear, 1920 hat not been financially satisfactory, as the expen- 
diture has been increased by over £50), whereas the increase in income barely 
reaches £300. The following amounts have been collected during the year: 


Hospital Sunday Fund, £124; Jewish Board of “Guardians, £680; for Ukrainian 


Relief and Save the Children Funds, 233.

The Assembly 
of Jew sh-eles ted delegates of Palestine he dq. as its first act, a protest meet 
ing at the Wailing Wall, Jerusa em, against the pogroms in Ukrame and 
elsewhere. | 

One instance has been brought to my notice’ of a Zionist in the Ukraine 
having advocated the cause of the pogrom-making generals; he was, ‘appa: 
rently, hoping thus to stave oft the pogroms from his fellow-Jews. Though 
I cannot condone this action, it is 100 much to exp ct that every Jew, amid 
such scenes of horror and barbarism, should always exhihit perfect moral 
and physical courage. 

In connection with ‘these pogroma I would beg to remind you that the 
Tews in the Ukraine are even now being murdered and pillaged, that no 
Jew or. Jewess there holds his or her life safe. I would beg the good offices 
of ths Soviet Republic to use its influence with its sister Republic. of the 
Ukraine to endethis blood-stained page of history. eis: 

1 do trust, sir, that whatever policy be adopted towards the. Zionist 
organisation, you will withdraw the charge of its having ever co-operated 
with these known enemies of the Jewish people. I am sure that such an 
accusation could only have been made from an imperfect knowledge of the 
facts and from misconceptions about Jewish history and Jewish mentality. 

The taunt that the Zionist Organisation abroad is used as a tool of the 
Entente is quite unjustified. It would be impossible even were there 2 
wish to use our Organisation ae part of the Entente political machine. 
The Zionist Organisation numbers hundreds of thousands of Jewish werkers 
in its ranks in all parts of the world, in the countries lately at war with 
the Entente, ds well as in the Entente and neutral countries and the United 
States of Am rica. Zionist policy has always-been perfectly open; its aim 
is the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, where the Jewish 
people can determine their own future, economic and other. it may be 
interesting to remind you that Marx himself maintained that this solution 
would happen with the downfall of Capitalism; see his article Die Juden- - 
frage und Katitalismus” in the first and only number of the Deutsch- 
franzosisches’ Jahrbuch“ for 1847. or 1848. (I quote from memory.) 

I have to thank you for the permission to address a public meeting on 


Palestine: as I informed you, the meeting was successfully held under the 


conditions you stipulated, 

There was one serious omission in my letter of February Sth concerning 
a matter bout which I did speak to von and to the Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs. There are some three hundred Palestinian refugees scattered through- 
out Russia. These refugees have been senarated from their families in 
Palestine since the beginning of the Great War. Some children had come 
on a holiday visit. some persons to seek medical advice, some for business or 
family reasons. I beg that as soon as material conditions make it possible, 
these accidental civil prisoners of war may be permitted to rejoin their 
families in Palestine. 

This, of course, without prejudice to the question of emigration raised 
in m letter, and which I still hope mav receive favourable consideration 


with improving transport conditions in Russia. 


I take this opportunity of thanking the Soviet Republic for the hospi- 
tality extended towards me, and to thank you for the invariable courtesy 
with which you listened to me. |

Moscow, February 10th, 1921. 
To Dr. M. D. Ener. 

Dran Sir,—In reply to your letter of February 5th, I have the honour 
to state — 

The policy of the Soviet Government on questions of tights of the various 
nationalities domiciled in Ruasia is based on the principle of self-determina- 
tion of the labouring masses of each nationality. This also is the guiding 
principle of the poly of the Soviet Government in regard to the Jews, who 
thus are enjoying in Russia a much higher degree of self determination than 
in any other country in the world. 

The wishes and aspirations of the Jewish labouring masses find their 
expression through Jewish delegates to*local Soviets. elected by the popula 
tion of each election unit, as well as through numerous national congresées, 
conferences, and meetings of Jewish working people. In the administration 
of the Soviet State the national organ of the Jewish labouring masses is the 
Commissariat for Jewish Affairs, which is an organ of independent initiative 
and decision, forming a part of the “ 4‘ouncil of Nationalities "’ and of tha. 
People's Commissariat of National Affairs. 

All matters concerning the cultural and spiritual life of. the Jewish popula- 
dion are thus determined by the Jewish people themselves. When, therefore, 
the activities of any particular group of this nationality are subjected to 
restrictions, they only eX press the desire of the overwhelming majority ot 
the Jewish people themselves, The disin ination of the Soviet institutions 
to introduce the teaching of ancient Hebrew language in schools is due to 
the fact that children who enter such schools never register that language 
18 theit native tongue. In all cases where Jewish children register Yiddish 
thei native Tongue, aa trequently happens In regions largely populated by 
Jews, schools are organised for them and tuition given in that language, 
under the immediate direction of the Jewish section of the Commissariat of 
Education. This policy has received the general approbation of many non- 
Partisan congressea and conferences of Jewish workers, especially convened 
to discuss questions of education—as, for Thatance. in Vitebsk, Homel, Minsk, 
Odessa, and ebenhere It has also heen approved by the non-partisan All 
Russian Congress of Jewish Social Workers, in July, 1920. As an indication 
of the attitude of the Jewish people, it may interest you to learn that this 
Congress passed a special resolution demanding that the Department of Art 
of the Commissariat of Education discontinue subsidising the Hebrew Theatre 
* Habimo in Moscow. A similar policv has been followed by the Jewish 
Culture League in Russia, and in the Ukraine, as well as by the ** Associa- 
tion of Jewish Labouring Masses (Setmas!, under the leadership of Rabbi 
Jitnik. 

Your suggestion that the teaching of the Hebrew language in Russian 
schools might be financed by some Zionists is quite unacceptable, as it is 
entirely contrary to the principles guiding the social life of Russia. There 
ean be no such thing in Russia as the private financing of public education. 
This does not mean, however, that the State would object to private education 
in the Hebrew language, if furnished by the parents of children outside of 
the school, as is done at present in Russia in matters pertaining to religious 
education, sO long as this does not interfere with the regular education in 
the public schools. 


_ As to your request fer permission for Zionists to organise groups to 


carry on activities for the propagation of the Zionist ideas, it is only fair 
to state that such groups already exist in Russia, conducting their activities 
without opposition from either the Soviet Government or from the Jewish 
Section of the Commissariat. of National Affairs. There are two of these 
Zionist organisations the Poale Zion f the Jewish Social Democratic 
Party, and the“ Poale Aion of the Jewish Communist Party. 
groups have their represchtatives in the Sovieta. They have clubs and news- 
papers, which are not prohibited, notwithstanding the fact that they do not 
altogether agree with the principles and policies of Soviet Russia. ‘here 
has — no repression of their activities. They are, and have been, freely 
agitating in the interest of Palestine. Were these organisations to ask the 
Soviet Government for permission to organise the emigration of Zionists to 
Palestine, there would be no objections offered to their doing so. If they 
desire to send delegates or representatives to the world congress of Zionists 
which your friends are organising, there would be no objections to this either. 
However, neither of these requests has ever been presented. 

Whatever repressive measures have been taken against certain bourgeois 
Zionist groups have been due to general political circumstances, and necessi- 
tated by specific criminal activities of such groups. There has never been 
any suppression of such groups because of their Zionistic principles. You 
doubtless know that in Soviet Russia certain bourgeois groups in general, 
regardless of nationality—and, in most cases, Russian groups—have come into 
conflict with the Soviet Government. Such was the case, for instance, of 
the group called ‘* People’s Sociahsts ’’ (Trudoviki), who were closely allied 
with certain Zionist groups. The participation of Zionists of this group in 
activities directed against the Soviet State has been fully established. 
certain occasion, a congress of bourgeois Zionists, at which were present 
foreign «delegates, was held in Petrograd, and resolved itself into a gathering 
planning criminal private speculation with property of the Russian people. 
I regret to say that it is, therefore, impossible to regard the Central 
Committee of Zionists’ as loyal to Soviet Russia. 

The fact that Russia is in effect in a period of war and civil strife compels 
ns to take measures against individuals and groups, regardless of their 
nationality, when such individuals and groups are found to be aiding the 
enemies of Russia. The records of the Russian revolutionary war, during 
the past three years, show frequent cases of leading bourgeois Zionists in the 
ranks of Ko#chak and Denikine supporters. It is quite natural that the broad 
masses of the Jewish people, who well remember the bloody rule of the 
Czarist generals in former times, and who, in the Ukraine, have bitterly learnt 
that a return of these elements to power in Russia means indescribable misery 
to the Jewish people, are much aroused and highly indignant, knowing that 
leading bourgeois Zionists co-operate with our enemies. And while there are 
many instances in the recent history of Russia showing that leading Zionists 
have done all they could to hinder and make difficult the task of the Russian 
workers and peasants in establishing their own emancipation, there has been 
no visible action on the part of the bourgeois Zionists against either the 
attacks on Soviet Russia or against the natural consequences of such attacks, 
the despoliation and murdering of Jewish people in regions occupied by 
Russian reactionary generals. 

You can easily understand, therefore, that the Jewish working people, who 
control the policy of the Jewish Branch of the Commissariat. of Nationa! 
Affairs, see no reason why Soviet Russia should waste her scant resources and 
her energy in attentions to bourgeois Jewish Zionists who misused the freedom 
they got in Russia, in a manner detrimental to the interests of the Jewish 


ers. 
It should be observed that the general policy of the Zionist movement 


abroad, bent as it is upon ihe acquisition of Palestine with the aid and under

the guidance of the Entente, thereby making the Zionist 5 eee 
a part of the Entente political machine, is not apt to meet an ent 2 
welcome from the Jewish workers, who have suffered so much misery at the 
hands of the Entente. 

While we, therefore, as you will have seen, are unable to concede some od 
the points you have raised, I beg to emphasise that the Soviet ay ag rae 
does not suppress any activity aiming at persuasion of the people by —— — 
means. There is, for instance, no objection on the part of the Sovi 
authorities to your addressing a meeting of Jewish people on Zionism, 
Palestine, or any other subject you may care to discuss. The only — 
pursuant to the general principles of the Soviet rule, which we feel ours — 
bound to make, is that vou would not permit the gathering to become a ¢ Losec 
one, and that any person, even an opponent, may have a right to take part 
in the discussions.

Knowing the broad principles and the iret ae 
from pedantry which actuate the Soviet Government, I feel confident : a 
no umbrage will be taken at this intervention on the part of a non Russian 
Jew, | 

1. Tur Sovier Government's Poricy ix Recarp to Jews ix Russia. 

Whilst fully acknowledging that the policy and practice of the Soviet 
Government are free from the slightest trace of anti-semit sm, I venture, 
very respectfully, to question your statement that the cultura! and 8 
life of the Jewish population is determined by the Jew sh peop.e themse ves. 
I have not the slightest doubt that this is the desire of the Soviet Govern- 
ment; in practice that desire is not fulfilled: What has happened ta that a 
section of tha Jewish working people of Russia to whom Jewish, culture 
and the Jewish consciousness happen to be indifferent (this s not. intended 
to imply any. even the slightest, blame or slur; in these matters al. opinions 
are respectable and to be respected) have become empowered to legislate 101 
the great mass of Jews, who feel very intently their Jewishness It +s 
not a matter of class distinction, since in these many questions, to take 
one use of the Hebrew language there is a cut across all class differences. 


2. Tue Use or tHe Hesrew LANGvace. 

It is not clear what is intended by the term. native tongue,“ which 
vou say is never registered as Hebrew by children entering 8 hool. Would 
children understand what is meant? Hebrew is certainly the nat onal lan- 
guage of the Jews, although outside Palestine it is exceptionally their mother 
tongue. Force of circumstances has compe led the Jews to adopt the language 
of the people amongst whom they dwell; nevertheless, it would be rate 
to find a Jew in any country who has not received some instruction in Hebrew, 
whilst even Yiddish employs the Hebrew letters in its print and scr pt. The 
request was made that Hebrew instruction might be allowed at the request 
of parents and childven. If I understand you aright, ths would be per- 
mitted if the children entering school register Hebrew as their native tongue, 
just as is done in the case of Yiddish. — : 

I am grateful for the concession which allows. parents to provide educa- 
tion in the Hebrew anguage outside school, provided such education does not 
nterfere with the regular schoo! curri alge. 

As regards the approval which you sti@te has been given to many Jewish 
conferences, etc., in Russia to the policy of suppressing Hebrew, I would 
beg to point out: 

(a) The conferences at Vitebsk, Homel, ete., can hardly be described 
as non-partisan. Those delegates who were in favour of teaching 
Hebrew were excluded from the conferences.

Des rous as I am of abstaining from all recrimination, I cannot refrain 
from eXpressing doubt as to the genuine character of this Association. Was 
it ever a bond-fide movement of the Jewish working classes’ In any case, 
the Association accomp-ished nothing, and has, I believe; ceased altogether. 

It would never have occurred to me to oppose the teaching of Yiddish 
for those who desire it; a'l I asked was reciprocal fair treatment for 
those who wished instruction in Hebrew. I take the liberty of suggesting 
that this matter is one that the Jews might be allowed to settle in this way, 
thus relieving the Soviet Government, so heavily engaged in other matters, 
from any umnecessary distraction. 


J. Zronist RELATIONSHIP WITH Pouiricat Groups. 


_ Up to the end of 1917 there was a political alliance between the Zionists 
and the Trudoviki, which party was favourable to Zionist aspirations The 
bloc ended in that year, and there has been since that date no relationship 
at all between the two parties. I beg to remind you that such alliances 
for definite politica! purposes are advocated by some leaders of the Com- 
munist party; see, for instance, Lenin's pamphlet,“ Left-Wing Communism.”’ 

I am entirely at a loss to understand your reference to a Congress of 
bourgecis Zionists in Petrograd "’ which “resolved #self into a gathering 
planning criminal private speculation.”’ No Zionist congress was held 
between May, 1917, and July, 1920, in Petrograd, Moscow, or elsewhere. 
The Zionist organisation has, I am confident, never planned any kind of 
speculation. 


4. ALLEGED Zionist Svprorr TO KoitsHak, Exc. 


I must be allowed to repudiate in the warmest way this allegation with 
its implication that the Zionists have been indifferent to the terrible fate of 
the Jewish people in the Ukraine. Anyone with the slightest acquaintance 
with the facts must know that quite the contrary is the case. Quite apart 
from the well-known fact that ‘‘ bourgeois ’’ Jews, Zionist or non-Zionist, 
have suffered equally with the broad masses of the Jews from these massacres 
(has anyone ever heard of those fiends making any discrimination!) it should 
be known to the Soviet Government that Jews (or Zionists) have never made 
the distinction in suffering which the Soviet Government seems to make 
between bourgeois and proletariat. In suffering, at any rate, and in their desire 
to relieve such suffering, all Israel are brethren. Zionists and 
the Jewish people generally have never stopped to inquire into class distinc- 
tions when protesting against these blood-stained criminals. It is new to 
me to be told that Zionists or Jews have not sufficiently protested. They have 
protested to a world that 3 grown callous to these tales of horror.

After the conclusion of routine business, the PRESIDENT. in present- 
ing a draft copy of the report, stated that so far £29,100 had been received 
in answer to the appeal. This did not include the £1,000 promised by 
Messrs. Rothschild, when the figures reached 430,000. Ot the money col- 
lected £5,174 had come through the Synagogue Canvassing Committees. 
He regretted to announce that Mr: Laurie Magnus had decided to resign 
after many years of service. 

Mr. Stiebel presented the financial statement, in the absence of the 

Treasurer, Mr. Philip 8. Waley, who, in the course of a letter regretting 
his enforced absence, said: 
DEAR STIFBEL.— As regards the Board Meeting, it would have been my duty 
to lay before the members the Treasurer's financial statement for the past year 
and to emphasise the seriousness of the figures it contains. That the Special 
Appeal has met with the substantial response that you will announce is mostly 
due to your personal efforts, but the amount received to date will hardly more 
than cover the Board’a acerued deficit : and. unless it be greatly increased, it is 
almost certain that the enormous demands for relief now coming forward will 
leave us at the end of the current year in as serions a position as when the 
appeal was first launched. I cannot help feeling the gravest anxiety. and I 
know that the responsibilities and difficulties cf those who are t iking the Rota 
Committees will be enormously increased, as they must be 
the knowledge of the Board's financial position. 

I will not here examine the figures in the statement: they speak for them 
selves, and the small table on page 23 clearly indicates the canse of our troubles. 
Since they were made out, the weekly number of applicants and the amount of 
relief given have progressively increased, and continue still to do so. 

Thanks were accorded to the auditors, Mr. Felix Heim and Messrs. 
Gundry, Straus, and Soper, for their honorary services. 

Legacies were announced from the estates of the late Mr. Samuel 
Moses and the late Mr. Hugo Tuck, and a gift of bread and coal tickets ;

SIXTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT; 

The 62nd annual report of the Board, after refer ring to the changes in 
the personnel of the Executive and officials during the past year, dwells 
with renewed emphasis on the financial difficulty with which it is faced. 
Its revenue from subscriptions and donations was 412.823. as compared 
With £12,398 in 1919, and £10,864 in 1918. As the amount received in the 
three years immediately preceding the war averaged between 412.000 
and £13,000, that the present voluntary income remains so near its pre- 
war level reveals the fact that the limited section of the community who 
support the Board are, in spite of the enormous increase in prices, and 
the heavy taxation, doing their duty. For, itis not generally realised 
that hardly 2,000 names figure in the subscription list, aud that nearly 
half the money subseribed comes from no more than forty firms and 
individuals. The special appeal has now realised £29,100, but as the 
deficit at the end of December exceeded £26,000, it is clear that little 
Will be left over when this is liquidated. 

Disquieting as these figures are, in the opinion of the Beard the 
high water mark has not yet been reached. The number of cases brought 
before the Relief Committee has during the last year increased from 860 
in the first quarter to 1,587 in the fourth. The total number of cases was 
4,185 this year, as against 2,710 last year, and the expenditure involved 
was £6,663, as compared with £5,789. The number of cases before the 
Allowances Committee showed no large increase as far as numbers were 
concerned, being 625 this year as compared with 620 in the previous 
year, but though this represents only an increase of five cases the 
difference in the expenditure was no less than £6,521, the figures being 
£26,055, as Compared with £19,534 in 1919. The Board, mindful of the 
situation, has exercised within its own offices the most rigid ¢coromy, 
but, in spite of everything, the expenditure has risen from £5,013 in 
1919 to £6,723. 

The total number of cases assisted during the year (exclusive of the 
Loan and Industrial Departments) is 2,350, as compared with 1.958 in 
1919. A significant feature of this increase is that the new cases have 
almost exactly doubled, being 560 as compared with 283. 

The work of the Loan Committee also shows large increases. 
423.256 was lent as against 417.492 in 1919. In addition, the Relief 
Committee lent £4,443, almost double that of last year, namely, £2,651. 
Sums amounting to £6,525 were granted to demobilised soldiers. The 
total number of applicants during the year was 1,488, as compared with 
965 in 1919. As usual, the percentage of bad debts is :cmarkably low. 
For the first time for many years, the Loan account was overdrawn, and 
by December 31st, by over £1,000. 

There is a welcome improvement in the cutlook for apprentices. 
The number of boys apprenticed has risen from 91 to 114. In view of 
the fact that school children can now leave only at the end of the term, 
and that under the new Education Act the employer must allow his 
apprentices three hours on two days a week during day time to attend 
school, up to the age of sixteen, itis gratifying to note that the pessimistic 
view that they entertained that this system was doomed have not been 
confirmed. 

The Samuel Lewis Convalescent Home has been badly hit by the 
slump in investments. Its endowment is now only sufficient to keep it 
open for seven months in the year, with the result that the sick poor will 
suffer in consequence. The same handicap has limited the activities of 
the Samuel Myer Home. The interests of the destitute dependents of the 
Russians who went back to their native country in 1916 is cared for by a 
special Committee (of which Mr., Leonard L. Cohen is the Chairman), which 
administers the grants from the local Board of Guardians. There are 
still some fifty cases of refugees cared for by the Board. The grant made 
by the Government will soon be exhausted, and, therefore, another heavy 
annual charge will be placed on the shoulders of the Community. The 
Emigrating Committee, which has not yet resumed its labours, has little 
to report, nor are there any developments in the work of the House Com- 
mittee, except that, as in every other department, there has been an 
increase both in the number of children sent away and in its expenditure. 

In conclusion, the report points out that unfortunately looking after 
the poor is no longer fashionable,” and that though its most urgent need 
is funds, the necessity for personal service is almost as important. It is 
of no use West End synagogues starting settlements in the East End 
without sufficient residents to administer them. The same want is found 
everywhere. Clubs, School Care Committees, the Lass' Brigade, all are 
short of social workers. The increasing danger to the State of the want 
of sympathy between employers and employed can only be bridged over 
by the happier placed members of the younger generation placing their 
services at the disposal of their unfortuate coreligionists. The “cash 
nexus” is not the only or even the most important part of true charity,

ANNUAL REPORT. 

The ninth annual report has been issued for presentation to the 
general meeting on Sunday next. The report states in pore | 

In the past year 74 new members have joined, while the deaths and resigna- 
tions numbered i9. Thegrowth in numbers is remarkably steady. The total is 
now 784 from 500 households, requiring 349 seats, almost twice as many as our 
synagogue can hold. The year has not been mark: d by any outstanding 
features. There has, however, been some progress in the work of the congre- 
gation. Unfortunately, we feel with increasing weight the handicap in the 
inadequacy of our present building. While the school perhaps suffers most 
through this cause, the services, too, we are told, are adversely affected by it, 
especially in the attendances. And itis most unsatisfactory to hold the Holy. 
day Services, as is now necessary, ina place other than where we hold the 
Sabbath services. The Saturday Morning Services have, on the whole, been 
better attended than in any of the previous years; the attendance on Saturday 
afternoons, however, remains about the same. The Holyday Services held at 
the Y.M.C.A. hall on the Days of Memorial and Atonement, aud at the Wigmore 
Hall on the First Day of the Passover, were attended by very large numbers, 
practically as many as could be accommodated. About 800 attended the former 
services and 500 the last named. It may interest our members to know that 
among the visitors that come to our services are some from diverse parts of the 
world, One or another part of the British Empire is often represented. This 
fact has, perhaps, been more conspicuous duringthe past year than during the 
years immediately preceding. It is a welcome signa of the interest our move, 
ment aud work call forth in other countries, particalarly in the colonies, and 
may permit us to have some hope that our work here may be the means of sowing 
seed in other parts of the British Empire. Besides the growth in our Congre- 
gation, there are other signs of an increased interest in Liberal Judarsm tn the 
community; and there are reasons for believing that the importance of our 
movement and avd its purpose are better realised and appreciated now than 
they have ever been. For some time a search has been going on for a second 
minister to assist Rabbi Mattuck. but that search has, so far, brought no resuit. 
We need urgentiv a new building. We want a new building for ourselves; we 
want it, too, in order that we may do more for the movement. We must look to 
the generosity of oar members to make it possible for us in the near future to 
build a new synagogue. We may soon after the issue of this report be able to 
put forward seme definite suggestions aiming towards this end. The income for 
the past year amounted to £2,757, against an expenditure of £3,076. Compared 
with the previous vear, 1920 has not been financially satisfactory, as the expen- 
diture has been increased by over £50), whereas the increase in income bare!v 
reaches . The following amounts ve been collected during the year; 
Hospital Sunday Fund, £121; Jewish Board of Guardians, £680; for Ukrainians 
Relief and Save the Children Funds, £293.

The Assembly 
of Jew sh ele. ted delegates of Palestine he d. as its first act, a protest meet 
ing at the Wailing Wall, Jerusa em, aga’nst the pogroms in Ukraine and 
elsewhere. | 

One instance has been brought to my notice of a Zionist in the Ukraine 
having advocated the cause of the pogrom-making generals ; he was, appa 
rently, hoping thus to stave off the pogroms from his fellow-Jews. Though 
1 cannot condone this action, it is too much to exp ct that every Jew, amid 
such scenes of horror and barbarism, should always exlubit perfect moral 
and physical courage. 

In connection with these pogroms I would beg to remind you that the 
Jews in the Ukraine are even now being murdered and pillaged, that no 
Jew or Jewers there holds his or her life safe. I would beg the good offices 
of the Soviet Republic to use its influence with its sister Republic of the 
Ukraine to end this blood-stained page of history. “a 

1 do trust, sir, that whatever policy be adopted towards the Zionist 
organisation, you will withdraw the charge of its having ever co-operated 
with these known enemies of the Jewish people. I am sure that such an 
accusation could only have been made from an imperfect knowledge of the 
facis and from misconceptions about Jewish history and Jewish mentality. 

The taunt that the Zionist Organisation abroad is used as a tool of the 
Entente is quite unjustified. It would be impossible even were there a 
wish to use our Organisation as part of the Entente political machine. 
The Zionist Organisation numbers hundreds of thousands of Jewish workers 
in its ranks in all parts of the world, in the countries lately at war with 
the Entente, as well as in the Entente and neutral courtries and the United 
States of Am rica. Zionist policy has always been perfectly open; its aim 
is the creation of a Jewish Commonwealth in Palestine, where the Jewish 
people can determine their own future, economic and other. It may be 
interesting to remind you that Marx himself maintained that this solution 
would hanpen with the downfall of Capitalism; see his article“ Die Juden- 
frage und Kapitalismus“ in the first and only number of the Deutsch- 
französisches Jahrbuch for 1847 or 1848. (I quote from memory.) | 

I have to thank you for the permission to address a public meeting on 
Palestine; as I informed you, the meeting was successfully held under the 
conditions vou stipulated. rae 

There was one serious omission in my letter of Februarv Sth concerning 
a matter about which I did speak to von and to the Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs. There are some three hundred Palestinian refugees scattered through- 
aut Russia. These refugees have been senarated from their families in 
Palestine since the beginning of the Great War. Some children had come 
on a holiday visit. some persons to seek medical advice, some for business or 
family reasons. I beg that as soon as material conditions make it possible, 
these accidental civil prisoners of war may be permitted to rejoin their 
families in Palestine.

GRATIFYING PROGRESS. 


The annual meeting, conference, and distribution of prizes of the 
Union of Hebrew and Keligion Classes were held on Sunday, at Jews’ 
College. Mr. Frank I. Lyons, the President, was inthe chair. There 
was a remarkably large attendance, the hall being overcrowded. 

The PRESIDENT, in moving the adoption of the annual report, said 
that the Union. had now completed thirteen years of its existence. In 
the early part of its career it had suffered greatly from want of nourish- 
ment in the shape of subscriptions, but he was pleased to say that this 
had been more than balanced by the assistance given by the best 
educational brains in the community. No public body could have received 
more in this respect than the Union had received from its Executive. 
The past year had been very eventful. They had inaugurated the Summer 
School for teachers at Oxford. The idea emanated from Mr Herbert Loewe, 
and had been highly successful. He had received many letterscongratulating 
the Union on the excellent results that had beenachieved. He hoped that 
the school would be held yearly and that the teachers would benefit by 
the opportunity afforded them. He hoped that conferences would also 
be held during the year. Another important event bad been the resolu- 
tion of the United Synagogue to impose a voluntary tex for the purpose 
of their work. Their thanks were due to the Hon. Officers and Council of 
the United Synagogue for this encouragement. It, however, involved 
increased responsibilities. They had not arrived at this position 
without personal sacrifices, and he could not leave that subject 
without referring to the work of the Supervisors, especially Dr. 
Eichholz and Mr. F. 8. Spiers. Another event of importance 
was tho establishment by the Jewish War Memorial of a General 
Council of Education, of which Dr. Eichholz had been elected 
Chairman. He hoped to see all the educational efforts of the com- 
munity concentrated in the new Committee, and he would be glad to 
resign in favour of those better able to carry on the work. President or 
not, he would always beat the disposal of those who continued to work 
in the great cause of Jewish education. (Cheers.) 

Mr. L®OPOLD FRANK seconded the motion. The report was adopted. 
The Honorary Officers were re-elected with the addition of Dr. 
Eichholz as Vice-President, and Mr. Adolphe Oppenheimer as Joint 
‘Treasurer, 

Dr. A. Elen, C. B. E., said that the President, in his address, had 
referred to the War Memorial Movement and the future educational 
arrangements of the Community. Whatever came in the future must be 
animated by a proper spirit, which had to be created out of the con- 
sciousness of the Gommunity. Hethought that the right spirit was that 
which had anim Mr. Lyons and the Union. He was glad they con- 
tinued toelect Mr. Lyons year by year asa symbol of the friendship, effort, 
hard work, and sympathy which he brought to bear upon their labours. 
‘The business of a body such as that was to secure adequate and sufficient 
teaching according tothe ideals which the various class committees had 
laid down. It Was not their business to decide upon the doctrine which 
was taught; that was a matter solely for the managers. 

Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M. B. E., said that from his work in 
connection with the Union he had become more-and more convinced of 
the tremendous effect of the close association between the classes and the 
synagogue. 

Dayan FELDMAN expressed his pleasure at the fact that owing to th 
Union's efforts they had produced more intensfled work in the classes, 
und this had had the effect of intensifying religious life thronghout the 
community. He certainly thought that a new spirit was already begin- 
ning to permeate the synagogue, and the synagogue was becoming more 
educational. He hoped that the work of the Summer School would be 
continued throughout the year, and expressed regret that a better response 
had not been received from the teachers when proposals for special 
courses were made. 

Mr. F. 8. Spiers, O. B. E., said that Mr. Ac ler's remarks in regard to 
the close association of the classes with the sy: a ogue required a word of 
warning. Though the synagogue occupied a large place in Jewish life, 
it dia not touch Jewish life at all points, and it would bea mistake if they 
restricted their education solely to the needs of the synagogue.

TEACHING THE PRAYER-BOOK. 


Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.B.E., in opening a discussion on “Teaching 
the Prayer-Book,” said that he was conscious that he was a layman 
addressing many who could claim to have professional experience, but 
when it came to Jewish religious teaching, every father and mother who 
taught his child might claim, in a sense, to bea professional. He assumed 
that they all desired to teach the prayer-book not merely as a reading 
book or even as a piece of literature, not even asa hand- book out of which 
to teach a certain necessary number of prayers, but that they wished to 
teach it as a presentiment of the whole of Judaism, nothing less in fact 
than a shrine in which their most sacred aspirations and beliefs were con- 
tained. They were to use the prayer-beok not merely to teach boys and 
iris to pray but to make and keep them Jews. The paramount object 
before them must be to inspire a love for the prayer-book. It might share 
the holiness of the Sepher Torah, but it must have a more intimate call 
upon the child. Every boy and girl should not only have a prayer-book of his 
or ber own, but also their own prayers, prayers which they might feel 
were ing special sense theirs, because they had chosen them. There were 
many simple and appropriate passages in the prayer hook, specially 
Suitanle for children, and he advocated the old-fashioned custom of 
teaching the child its name verse, a special verse of its own from the 
Psalms beginning with the first letter of its name and ending with the 
last. He remembered being taught by his father that the beautiful 
2 & Was in a familiar sense a birthday prayer, one which had a 
special significance on that all important day of one’s calendar. It was 
by methods and devices of this kind that he believed they could doa 
great deal to weld the golden chain which would bind their children to the 
prayer-book throughout life. The Jewish faith was mirrored in the pages 
ofthe prayer-book more truly than it could be contained by any 
artificial set of dogmas.. Religion could be taught out of the prayer-book 
as Well as Jewish history. The Shema, for instance, not only contained 
some sublime principles of Jewish belief, but could be linked up with the 
story of the martyrdom of Rabbi Akiba and with the Temple service on 
the Day of Atonement. The Amidah embodied the principles of Jewish 
tradition, joining the Israelites of to-day with the patriarchs, and teaching 
in beautiful fashion the ideas of death and the re-quickening of life in 


nature. The Aedushah gave an opportunity for a lesson on angels, and 


might be referred to the story of Rabbi Yomtob and the martyrs of York 
who, when they reached the Kedushah in their last prayer to God, 
up their lives to sanctify the Nam. The approach of the festivals 
provided an Qpportunity for acquainting the children with fine passages 
from the festival liturgy. Advauced classes might be taught something 
-of the history of the prayer-book, the structure and growth of the daily

service, its origins in the distant Temple worship, and its evolution by the 
changes and additions that had been made toit century by century. They 
could receive lessons on the hymns, their metre, their rhyme, and often 
the acrostics hidden in them. By these means the love and interest of the 
pupils in the Prayer-Book could be aroused. The children would want to 
question the teacher, question him unmercifully. Would not this be a 
sign that they had been successful? 

A brief discussion followed. 

Dr. BUCHLER emphasised the need of text-books, special courses, and 
a training college for teachers. Without this assistance they eould not 
hope to teach the Prayer-Book successfully.

The Jews of Egypt. 
LECTURE BY MR. ELKAN ADLER. 


Mr. E. N. Adler, M.A., lectured on the subject of “The Jews of Egypt 
from Papyri and Geniza,” atthe Brondesbury Social and Literary Society 
on Sunday last. He dwelt on the light thrown on the history of the Jews 
of Egypt and their coreligionists in Palestine and elsewhere by the Hebrew, 
Aramaic and Greek papyri and the manuscripts of the Cairo Geniza, ac 
miraculously preserved for over 2,000 years in the dry climate of Egypt. 
The publication both of the Assouan papyri and of the Geniza fragments, 
relating to the Fatimid dynasty (969-1171), was due to the munificence o 
Mr. Robert Mond. The papyri edited by Dr. Cowley were a continuation of 
the story of Nehemiah, and told of a Jewish military community at Syene 
between 471 and 411 B.c. Both the papyri and the fragments were for 
They were commercial and family 
letters, leases, accounts, receipts, contracts of marriage and divorce, 
wills, official decrees and proclamations, magical texts and diaries. Mr. 
Adler dealt with the literary and philosophic importance of Hellenist 
Jewry in Egypt—Apocrypha and Apocalypse-Septuagint-Philo and the 
New Testament. Up to the time of Hypatia, there were about a million 
Jews in the country, of whom a quarter lived in A'exandria with its magni- 
ficent synagogue. Under Byzantizo rule, the Jews were oppressed, but 
with the conquest of Egypt by the Saracens in 642 their position improved, 
and when the Fatimides ruled after 969 they played a very important 
part in politics. Egyptian Jews became the patrons of the Gaonate of 
Palestine. Saadia, through the discovery of the Geniza, had become as 
well known as Maimonides used to be. The lecturer described the recent 
scholarly work by Dr. Jacob Mann on The Jews in Egypt and in Pales- 
tine,” the thesis for which he obtained his degree of Doctor Of 
Literature inthe University of London. Mr. Adler also described his own 
visits to the Geniza and his collection, a catalogue of which was being 
published by the Cambridge University Press. 
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Psychology and Religion. 
— 
DISCUSSION AT THE WEST END LITERARY SOCIETY. 


Dr. Charles S. Myers, F.R.S., opened a discussion at the West End 
Literary Society on Sunday, on “the Psychology of Man's Need for 
Religion, with Special Reference to the Jews.” Mr. 8. H. Emanuel, K. C., 
and subsequently Dr. Israel Feldman, presided. 

Dr. CHARLES MYERS said it was no easy matter to give such a 
definition of religion as would satisfy everybody, or embody all points of 
view. Religion might be broadly defined as the attempt of man to get 
into accord with the ideal Igvine power. He proceeded to trace the 
beginnings of religion, which lege to be found in man’s primitive instincts 
and origins. The crude emot of humanity did not disappear with the 
progress of time. They were but transferred, or, to use the proper 
expression, sublimated. A good example of such sublimation was to be 
seen in the fi:htng instinct. Man had transferred his instinct of 
savagery, which led him to fight with his enemy, for purely 
personal reasons, to the higher plane of patriotism. So it was with 
the conception of God. In the earlier times the divinities had 
been anthropomorphic. They had been thought of as humans, with 
human shapes, and human vices and virtues. This had gradually given 
Placa to regarding the Divinity no longer as anthropomorphic, but as 

anthropopathic. He was no longer regarded as possessing human form, 
but stil possessed human passions. Im the same. way religion 
had ascended from polytheism, through henotheism to monotheism. 
Tho first causes of religion arose when men thought they could 
control nature. This was followed by a period of personalisation and 
animism, when they attributed living qualities and attributes to inanimate 
things. Fear played a great role in the development of religion, and its 
influence was seen in placatory sacrifices and in the theory of taboo. 
Other causes of great importance were wonder and curivaity, and it was 
interesting to learn with what simple explanations our primitive 
ancestors were satisfied. Nor must the tender emotions, parental love, 
and kindred feelings, be forgotten. In regard to the emotion of love 
there was little doubt that sexual instincts and religious feeling had 
some connection. This was clearly shown by the erotic language used 
by some of the religious mystics. The sublimation of this feeling was 
shown in the inculcation of chastity, which was a transference of the love 
one felt for a human to he love for the Divinity. Religion also played its 
part in the protection of.the herd, and this was illustrated by totemism. 
Dr. Myers pointed out that the group factor was very strong in early 
religion’ Ritual was rarely personal, but largely communal. It was this 
ignoring of the individual that, in his opinion, largely accounted forthe Jews 
in early ages having no belicf in individual immortality. Their sacrifices 
had now been sublimated to mean renunciation, and their prayers 
to-day were the descendants of incantations. Vicarious confession had 
no place in the Jewish religion. That faith, which had always been a 
torch to the world, had not allowed intervention between God and man. 
Its ritual, however, had developed to an extraordinary degree. It must 
be confessed that this ritual had been the canse of its preservation. 
While many to-day wished much of this to be abolished, there wag room 
in the faith for such individual differences, but there must be principles 
common to ail; otherwise religion would become purely and solely a 
personal matter. | 

Mr. MORLEY DAINOW and Dr. A. R. ABELSON having spoken, 

Dr. BUCHLER said that fear did not play a prominent role in the 
Jewish religion, except in its very earliest days. The purer the concep- 
tion of the justice of God, the lesser became the power of fear. The idea 
of God as the Father was thoroughly Jewish and not Christian, as so 
many people believed. As to the reason why the Jewish ritual was so 
elaborate and so full of minuti@, it must be remembered that the religion 
was formed in Egypt, a country sunk in the deepest idolatry, with idols 
and images at every street corner and at every cross-road. The people 
had to bé entirely removed in their ideas from their original environ- 
ment. Everything had to be devised in the new religion which 
excluded idolatry. 

Dr. M. D. Eon said that he had spent some months among cannibals 
who had a ritual even more elaborate than that of the Jews. There was 
not a moment of the day which was not mapped out for them. 

Dr. Inet, FELDMAN, in expressing the thanks of the meeting to Dr. 
Myers, referred to the relationship between re igion and ethics. 

Dr. MYERS, in reply, said that the whole discussion had been most 
edifying, but of too elaborate a nature to reply to off-hand. He trusted 
that he would have another opportunity of speaking on the subject.

Sin, — Psychological investigation has shown that religion playsa vital 
part im the life of nearly all individuals. It was reasonable, therefore, to 
assume that a distinguished psychologist, initiating a discussion on“ Man's 
Psychological Need of Religion,” would throw some light on the best way 
of using, or attuning oneself to, religion. Dr. Myers presented a very 
interesting string of psychological facts, telling us much about instinctive 
tendencies, such as wonder and curiosity, and of social forces and customs, 
but he gave the maximum of information with the minimum of inspira- 
tion. All the facts he gave could be applied to animals. 8 

Is there no possibility that psychology, or psycho!ogists, can help us

in understanding our relationship to religion? Les, but the problem is“ 


difficuit. It can only be solved by attempting. to deal with essentials. 
What is the essential psychological process concerned with religion” 
There are, broadly speaking, three types of psychological processes—acts, 
feelings, and thoughts. Acts cannot be regarded as the essential process, 
for any fool, or animal, can be trained to perform many so-called religious 
acts. Neither can tne feelings be regarded as the essential process, for 
we can have no feelings without objects and no sentiments without ideas. 
We come therefore to the psycholo a processes concerned with objects 
a ideas, and this is the understanding. 
7 Processes performed by the human understanding are vital to the 


existence and progress of religion in the individual. The most important 


ess formed by the understanding is judgment. But there are two 
kinds of — tinitative or conventional and creative or original. Both 
kinds are vital. Imitative judgments support the body of religious ritual, 80 
that traditicn is carried on by means of acts performed in obedience to 
the instruction of leaders (Rabbis). Original judgments are, however, of 
more importance, for they tell us how to mould tradition, so that ritual 
can be altered with respect: but original judgments are only made 
by men of inspiration or revelation (Prophets). The future of religion, 


as glea ed from one aspect of psychology, is that we must preserve a right 


proportion between imitative and original judgments.

Hebrew Articulation: 


The Palestine Pronunciation. 
From Mr. LEON SIMON, B. X., 55, St. Paul's Avenue, N. W. 2. 
[To THE EDITOR.}] 


Sin, — In the course of a very interesting interview, published in 
your issue of March 4th, concerning the Mizrachi Hebrew Kindergarten in 
Stamford Hill, Miss Stiftel is reported as saying: 

We use the Ashkenazi pronunciation. These children are English, and 
they are not likely to go to Palestine; their Hebrew knowledge should therefore 
be directed towards helping them to follow the synagogue service and to read 
Hebrew literature. They all go to Ashkenazi synagogues, so it is better ta 
keep to the pronunciation which they will hear there; what they do get, in 
addition, is a realisation of Hebrew as a living tongue. 

It is, to my mind, a matter of great regret that those responsible for 
the Kindergarten adopt this attitude on the important question of pro- 
nunciation. Thevalue, outside Palestine, of “Hebrew as aliving tongue” 
is largely diminished by persistence in a pronunciation which at once 
sets up a distinction between the Palestinian and the non- Palestinian Jew. 
The Ashkenazi pronunciation is a product of the galiuth, andits retention 
suggests a deliberate desira to remain outside the national revival of 
which the rebirth of living Hebrew in Palestine is both a product and a 
stimulant. The Palestinian pronunciation, on the mere ground that it is 
the Palestinian pronunciation, has an unquestionable claim on all those 
who want to foster the sense of attachment to Palestine in the rising 
generation. The question whether this or that child is likely to go to,, 
Palestine is irrelevant. The point is that the child’s heart has to be 
turned towards Palestine. The use of the Ashkenazi pronunciation ina 
Hebrew kindergarten will tend to turn the child’s heart away from 
Palestine, and ultimately from living Hebrew as well. 3 

Lam not arguing for the Palestinian pronunciation on the ground of 
correctness, of which, indeed there is no certain criterion. Itis possible 
that the original sound of this or that particular vowel or consonant may 
have been more nearly preserved by the Ashkenazim than by the 
Sephardim. 1 tions are of little importance except to the 
linguistic expfrt. The case for the Palestinian pronunciation rests, as I 
have suggestdd, on quite another ground. Atthesametime, it is relevant 
to point out » Ashkenazi pronunciation sins dreadfully in the 
matter of accent—which is even more important than the sound-value 
given to a particular letter—and, by its persistent throwing forward of the 
accent to the penultimate syllable, completely alters the character of the 
language. Miss Stiftel suggests that the use of the Ashkenazi pronuncia- 
tion will help her pupils “to read Hebrew literature.”* It will not. It 
will help them to mis-read what is best in Hebrew literature, and will 
rob them of any chance of acquiring through Hebrew a sense of the 
beauty and rhythm of language. 

There remains the thorny question of Synagogue Hebrew. That is, 
of course, a difficulty. But the Synagogue, like everything else in Jewish 
life, will have to be brought into touch with Palestine if it is to exert a 
living influence, and one of the first steps in that direction.is a reform 
of its Hebrew pronunciation. That reform can be effected in the next 
generation if those who are now bringing up the men and women of that 
generation will insist on throwing off the shackles of a bad tradition. In 
this matter the line of least resistance is fatal.

ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION AND THE AGUDA, 
‘AMSTERDAM, F.O.C. 

Contrary to announcements in the Jewish and general press id this. 
country, I am in a position to inform you that Rabbi Onderwijzer, Chief 
Rabbi of Amsterdam and North Holland, will not be leaving Amsterdam 
this week, as reported, for London, where on his initiative he was to have 
acted as a mediator at a conference between the Zionist leaders in 
England and representatives of the Agudas Yisrael on the Continent. 
For some time past, and especially since the recent visit to Holland of 
Dr. Weizmann, Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer has made ceaseless efforts to 
bring about more cordial relations between the two parties, and to unite 
them for the purpose of arriving at some amicable working arrangement 
for the advancement of the Zionist ideal. With this end in view Rabbt 
Onderwijzer has been in almost daily correspondence with the leading 
members of the Agudas Yisrael movement in Germany, Austria, and. 
land, his intention being to arrange a conference of representatives of 
this movement to be held in London, where differences in points of view 
could be calmly discussed and, if possible, some practical arrangement for 
the advancement of the main cause be devised. 

In the course of a brief interview which he kindly afforded me, Chief? 
Rabbi Onderwijzer explained that he felt it his duty to help to bring about 
a better understanding between the parties, notwithstanding the resolution 
passed at Pressburg by the Aguda to work entirely independently of the 
Zionists. He had so far succeeded in his efforts that five accredited 
representatives decided to fall in with his wishes, and expressed their 
readiness to undertake a journey to London for the purpose of discussing 
probable future working plans with the President of the English Zionist 
Federation and members of the Council. The Chief Rabbi himself had 
obtained the necessary passport enabling him to leave at short notice. 
Rabbi Onderwijzer also entered into communication with Dr. Weizmann, 
and it was tentatively arranged to hold this proposed conference, at the 
suggestion of the Zionist leader, at a date in March prior the13th. A few 
days ago, however, Rabbi Onderwijzer received a telegram to the effect 
that the proposed holding of the conference on that date was impossible, 
and that an explanatory letter was following. Up to the present this 
letter has not been received. ;

JEWISH FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 


THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 

Since the last annual conference, the Executive of the Association 
of Jewish Friendly Societies has been quietly tackling the many problems 
incidental to a project like the Convalescent Home. The Birchington 
Home should not languish for want of regular financial support. There is 
no reason whatever for doubting the ability of the movement to run the 
Home on modellines. Actually there are 20,000 effective paying members, 
which number will provide the Home with £4,000 per annum, and it is 
the hope of the promoters that there will be a sufficient margin to provide 
a sinking fund to repay the loans advanced by certain of the Orders and 
Societies. The Orders Achei Brith, Grand Order of Israel, and Achei 
Ameth have over 17,000 effective paying members between them; and, 
in addition, there are a dozen independent societies which bring up the 
total effective paying membership to approximately the 20,000 considered 
essential. 

As a result of the contributions which were paid in 1920, from the 
various dates when societies made the rule effective, there is a consider- 
able sum in hand to purchase equipment. Progress.is being made in this 
direction. A schedule of requirements has been drawn up, quotations 
have been secured, and certain members of the Executive are devoting 
their energies to obtaining the best possible value for the money which is 
to be spent. The officials who have this branch of the work in hand are 
not without experience, and it is fortunate that their difficulties will not 
be financial. The repayment-of the loans of £2,250 has been mentioned. 
I fforts to speed up the 2s. 6d. levy proposal in all societies and lodges are 


being made, and the return from this source, in addition to a sinking fund 


out of the regular income of the Home should be the means of redeeming 
the debt within a comparatively short period.
